A teen-ager worries about a lot of things. 


You probably head the list, but you can 


be a help instead 
of a headache 


By E. Ardis Whitman 


When radio’s Henry Aldrich overturns the 
ink bottle, gets suspended from school, or falls in 
love with the wrong girl, no one who has a teen- 
ager of his own is surprised. Every dad and 
mother who has ever had one is familiar with 
the bumbling, awkward, troubled youngster we 
call an adolescent. 

**T know it is a wicked thing to say,” an intelli- 
gent mother confessed to me, “‘but I can’t help 
wishing Dorothy would grow up. I feel most of 
the time as if I were sitting on a charge of 
dynamite.” 

The teen-ager is not by choice a potential ex- 
plosive or an enigma. Nor do his parents de- 
liberately set out to be unkind, obstructive, or 
disinterested. There is no pat answer to ado- 
lescence, but many of the problems and heart- 
aches would be eased if parents could under- 
stand what troubles the teen-ager. 

What does? 

First of all, you trouble him. 

You trouble him because he can’t confide in 
you and he wants to. At a recent summer con- 
ference, a frightened 16-year-old came to me 
with the story of a sordid love affair. “‘I don’t 
know how I came to do it,”’ she wept. “You 
won’t tell my folks will you? I'd rather die than 
have them know.” 


I won’t tell her folks, but I wish the little 16- 
year-old could. The first time your child cannot 
confide in you, his desperate sense of aloneness is 
pitiful. Gone is his wish to rebel, to be on his 
own. He wants someone to understand why he 
did it and how sorry he is. He wants his guilt 
absolved. He wants to feel restored to the circle 
of his family’s love. The reason he keeps things 
from you is because he so desperately wants 
your approval and your trust. 

How often you have said to yourself, ‘If only 


Johnny would talk! If only he would say what it 


is that troubles him!’ But are you sure you 
mean it? Are you sure you could take his con- 
fidence objectively—the way your family doctor 
or an understanding minister would? If, for 
instance, you had been the mother or father of 
the young girl who came to me, could you have 
faced the fact that she had had a sexual relation- 


ship with a boy—and an undesirable boy at 
that-——without getting your pride all tangled up 
in the problem? Could you forget that you were 
her parent—that her mistakes were a reflection 
on you? 

“I keep telling Richard that a Cabot can’t 
fail,” I heard a mother say triumphantly. But 
Richard could fail and he did. He was taking 
courses to enable him to enter the medical 
school from which his father had graduated 30 
years before. What he really wanted to do was 
design automobiles. 


You trouble your teen-ager when you ask him 
to be more than he knows how to be. In your 
mind, he is a projection of you, your bid for im- 
mortality. You are asking him to be like you, to 
have the same dreams and hopes and plans and 
ambitions that you had. But he can’t—and the 
first step in releasing him from an intolerable 
bondage is to realize that he is not here to satisfy 
you, but to grow as an individual on his own. 
The trouble is that our pride is at stake in our 
children. We want them to be popular and at- 
tractive and good students. We want them to 
love us and confide in us and [ Turn to page 104

Can you omit the basement and get as 
good a house for less money? 

In this research house, the base- 
ment and its facilities cost $2,102 
of the $7,600 total. 

That sounds like a worthwhile 
saving, doesn’t it? But without the 
basement and the things in it, you 
wouldn’t have much of a house. 
If you omit the basement, you 
must spend some of your saving to 
add space on the ground floor. 

Keeping the same basic plan, 
let’s add a utility wing. A space 
11x12 feet opening off the kitchen 
will suffice. This space includes a 
good-sized laundry room, plus 45 
square feet of children’s play 
space; a storage closet for screens 
and luggage; and a small garden 
toolroom. Furnace and water heat- 
er go in space gained by leaving 
out basement stairs. 

This wing, complete with plumb- 
ing and heating, cost $1,667 in the 
research house. Subtract this from 
the money you saved by skipping 
the basement, and you have a 
net saving of $435. 

This $435 is what you save by 
building a utility wing instead of a 
basement. It is much better space 
than the basement it replaces, but 
it’s also smaller. 


How much utility Space could you 
build above ground for what the base- 
ment would cost? 

You could have a wing that is 
about 11x21)4 feet. It can be ar- 
ranged like the smaller one, but 
has more liberal space allotments 
for trunks, screens, garden tools, 
bicycles, furniture, and other 
things you want to store. Chil- 
dren’s play space—or a workshop, 
sewing room, or study—is now 
125 square feet in size, which is as 
big as the average bedroom. 

So you have three choices: a 
basement, a small utility room at 
a saving, or a large utility room. 

Let’s go further. Suppose that, 
instead of adding a utility wing, 
you enlarge the house to squeeze 
the utility area between the kitchen 


Cost of above-ground utility space 
shown is equal to cost of basement 


and a bedrvom. This will look like 
a slightly larger version of the 
original house. It will also bring 
you a larger saving. This will cost 
$722 less than with a basement. 

With a complete revision of 
plan, you might be able to save 
even more money by dividing your 
added upstairs space. You might 
be able to arrange your furnace, 
water heater, and extra storage 
space in waste corners, along hall 
walls, or in the garage. Garage 
storage space costs little more than 
basement storage space. 

Aside from cost, here are some 
other important points to consider: 


The slab. When you leave out 
the basement, you make one major 
change in the structure of your 
house. Instead of a wood floor over 
framing, you use a waterproof con- 
crete slab on the ground. 

If you stick to conventional con- 
struction, with a wood floor over 
crawl space, a house with a small

pe hospital’s “‘agony room” was heavy with smoke. Ex- 
pectant fathers, laboring in anticipation, were sweating out 
the final moments of a long ordeal. 

They were, without exception, mature men. Some had 
been through this before. Many had been up most of the 
night, waiting for the stork to drop that bundle. 

In every one there was a feeling of anxiety. Will it be a 
boy or a girl? Or maybe twins? But none could have been 
more anxious—or more worried—than Bill Fletcher. 

“My wife,” he explained, in obvious despair, ‘“‘is an Rh 
negative. We don’t think the baby will live.” 

Bill’s is no isolated case. Day after day, in countless 
hospitals throughout the nation, this scene is being enacted. 
Thousands of parents-to-be, who should be awaiting the big 
day with joy, are instead looking to the future with dread. 

For “Rh” has become medicine’s No. 1 “‘red herring.” 

Few recent medical developments have been publicized 
more than the discovery of the Rh factor in human blood. 
Yet few have been, more misunderstood. To many expectant 
mothers—and their husbands—Rh has come to be a buga- 
boo which haunts them to the day of birth. 

Rh has been blamed for miscarriages, for stillbirths, for 
club feet, for the so-called ‘blue babies,” and even for those 
rare cases where children turn out to be physical freaks. 

It is true that some miscarriages and some stillbirths may 
be due to the Rh factor. But by no means are all, or even 
most, miscarriages and stillbirths caused by it. And neither 
physical deformities nor such organic defects as those which 
afflict “blue babies” can be attributed to Rh. 


Rh is the name given to an inherited factor found in the 
red blood cells of human beings. It is named for fhe Rhesus 
monkey because it first was detected by doctors in experi- 
ments with that animal. That was in 1940. 

Eighty-five out of every 100 white Americans have such a 
factor in their blood. They are known as “Rh positives.” 
The other 15 percent don’t have it and are known as “Rh 
negatives.” Among Negroes the ratio of Rh positives is even 
higher—about 95 to 5. And those of Oriental blood—the 
Chinese and Japanese—are almost unanimously positive. 

Recently, researchers have been trying to find out 
whether the particular blood group—A, B, O, or AB—into 
which a woman falls has any bearing on her chances of 
running into RH trouble. The latest report is that those in

Group A are more likely to crop up with difficulty in child- 
birth than any of the others. 

But even in such instances several other “‘ifs’? must come 
into play before any danger develops. And these findings 
are as yet far from conclusive. For other doctors have found 
no abnormal incidence of Rh trouble in Group A women. 
In fact, some studies disclose a higher percentage of difficul- 
ty among women in Groups B and AB! ; 

It probably will be years before medical science can draw 
up the final box score on this subject. Meanwhile, there’s 
one big comforting thought. Nobody has put the finger on 
Group O blood, which almost half of us have in our systems, 
as the possible culprit. 

So, until all of the confusion can be cleared, here are 
some definite guideposts to steer you through the Rh riddle:

More storage in space 
Vou already have 


Here is how to build a unit that 
holds magazines, knickknacks, even a 


month’s accumulation of newspapers 


By Walter E. Burton 


aa magazine racks attached to a wall, more and 
more popular in new homes, can easily be added to older 
homes. If you plan carefully, you can do the job without 
cutting into plaster or removing existing baseboards. 

The functions of such a rack are the same in new or old 
homes. The rack provides a neat, accessible place for the 
storage of magazines. It can be made to fit any wall area, 
need be no more than 4 inches deep. 

The wall rack pictured serves three purposes. It has 
shelves for magazines, storage bins for newspapers, and a 
shelf for knickknacks. It is handsome, but simple enough 
for any handy man to build. It will hold up to three dozen 
magazines, plus a month’s newspapers. 

If you want a painted finish, you can build your rack 
of pine, poplar, redwood, or maple. For a natural finish, 
use a cabinet wood like walnut, maple, or cherry. 

Use small, metal angle braces to fasten the rack to the 
wall. Two braces attached to the top of the frame and to 
wall studs, plus two placed behind the bins, will hold the 
rack solidly without being visible. 

The newspaper bins can be used independently 
wherever you need shallow, accessible storage space. 

You can vary the size of the unit to fit any space. If 
you want to duplicate this rack, the finished dimensions 
of pieces you will need are listed on page 120.

Chemical keeps hedges and lawns short 


Last November this column mentioned the chemical, 
maleic hydrazide, which slows growth without harm- 
ing plants. More proof that it really works comes in a 
report of tests made in California by Dr. J. E. Knott. 
Doctor Knott sprayed portions of his pyracantha 
hedge with maleic hydrazide. It grew less than an inch 
in two months while unsprayed parts of the same 
hedge grew 12 to 15 inches. When used on lawns, it 
kept grass short and neat without mowing. The 
chemical isn’t yet on the market, but scientists are 
still testing it for other possible uses. 


Excited insects are easier to kill 


Scientists have come up with still another trick in 
their endless search for better ways to kill insects. The 
newest wrinkle is to stir up the insects before killing 
them. The area is first sprayed with a light dose of a 
chemical called cyclohexanol. This has the effect of 
making the bugs more active. Then, while they are 
stirred up, the area is sprayed with DDT, BHC, or 
other material which is effective against the particular 
insect being attacked. Results show that the kill is then 
much more complete; the ‘‘souped-up” bugs are more 
susceptible to the insecticide. 


Packed soil ruins lawns 


The worst enemy of your lawn isn’t bugs or weeds; it’s 
compacted soil. That’s the word from grass expert 
Fred Grau of the U. S. Golf Association, who has 
shown soil scientists an elaborate machine for punch- 
ing holes in old turf to loosen and aerify the soil in 
lawns. For a small lawn, you can get something of the 
same effect by pushing a spading fork deep into the 
soil and wiggling the tines back and forth. Such spik- 
ing lets water and food get into the soil instead of 
washing off. 


Evergreen barberry stands cold 


People who live in the colder parts of the country 
should begin to get acquainted with one of the few 
broad-leaved evergreens which will stand severe win- 
ters. It is the convex-leaf holly (Jlex crenata bullata), 
which I have grown in the Middle West where it has 
survived 18° below zero and drying winds. It re- 
sembles boxwood more than it does the conventional 
holly, grows about 4 feet tall, and doesn’t need the 
highly acid soil demanded by most hollies. When the 
price comes down a bit, it probably will be a perfect 
substitute for boxwood in areas where that choice 
shrub isn’t hardy.

Roses with sluggish pores invite disease 


Those old beauty ads about sluggish pores seem to 
apply to roses as well as humans. The leaves of roses, 
like those of most other plants, have countless pores or 
stomata through which the plant breathes. When 
evening comes, these pores close, slowly in some plants, 
quickly in others. But evening is also the time when 
fungus diseases, like black spot and mildew, begin to 
grow and spread as leaves become wet with dew. If a 
particular rose has slow-closing stomata, the fungus 
enters the opening and spreads inside the plant. But if 
the stomata close quickly, the disease is shut out. 
Scientists are now studying the problem, with the aim 
of finding a chemical that will speed up closing of the 
pores. This may well be the answer to the problem of 
leaf loss in roses. 


Tell time with flowers 


Flowers may never replace the alarm clock, but next 
summer you can have a lot of fun trying them out as 
timekeepers. Many flowers have very definite times 
for opening, and the following floral clock is accurate 
to within a few minutes on reasonably clear days 
(times are those when flower opens): 

Common morning-glory (Jpomoea purpurea) 4 a.m. 


Wild morning-glory (Convolvulus sepium) 5 a.m. 
Cape marigold (aurantiaca variety) 6 a.m. 
Poor-man’s-weatherglass or common 

pimpernel (Anagallis arvensis) 8 a.m. 
Portulaca 10 a.m. 
Evening primrose (Oenothera) 6 p.m. 


Better grape for home gardens 


A grape that seems to be tailor-made for home gar- 
dens is now available commercially in this country. 
It is known as Seibel 1000, and was imported from 
France just before the war. You can rely on it to pro- 
duce two or three bunches the same year you plant it, 
and from then on it is a regular, heavy bearer. It is a 
blue grape, very meaty, with sweet pulp that sepa- 
rates easily from the seeds. Its season is the same as that 
of Concord, but the quality is very much better. It is 
so free from disease that it hasn’t required spraying in 
New York State, where most other grapes require sev- 
eral sprays a season. It showed no signs of winter in- 
jury, and produced a full crop after a winter during 
which temperatures dropped to 20 below zero. Sev- 
eral nurseries, most of them in the East, are now able 
to supply this fine grape. 


Why cold weather harms rhododendrons 


Is this cold weather making your fine rhododendrons 
wilt down? Don’t always blame the damage on the 
icy temperatures; it may be caused by that dry spell 
last summer. I recently talked to Dr. Clement Bowers, 
one of the top authorities on this fine group of plants, 
and he pointed out that lack of water in June or July 
prevents enough food from passing up into the plants. 
The rhododendrons look all right, but are actually 
half starved, and fall an easy prey to winter injury. 
There isn’t much you can do about it now, except to 
provide all the winter protection possible. But next 
spring and summer see that your rhododendrons— 
and their cousins, the azaleas—get plenty of moisture. 
Although not evergreen, azaleas suffer much the 
same way from lack of water.

4 our town of Phoenix, Arizona, the Amos 
Hoffs have completed their most ambitious 
family project—a unique house-on-a-moun- 
tain—and their fellow citizens behold it 
with cordial awe and envy. For it bespeaks 
a way of life, a pattern for family success in 
our times—a pattern so simple and down-to- 
earth that any of us may hope to follow it 
and share the happiness it produces. 

The new home is the Hoffs’ monument 
(its rock and cement will outlast all of them) 
to those matchless yet elusive attributes 
which we call love, cooperation, and team- 
work. 

The Hoffs are a family team—Amos and 
Fern, the parents; Wilbur, now at North- 
western University; Lucille, recently mar- 
ried; Carol, the starry-eyed high-school 


graduate; and Edward, who mastered the 
fine art of living before he was 12. Deliber- 
ately, these six have done things together 
throughout the years. The Hoffs have not 
had it easy. They have faced poverty—and 
outfaced it. They have been harassed by 
problems of health, discipline, schooling, in- 
flation, taxes, pride, and prejudices, even as 
your family has. But their capacity for solv- 
ing problems has been wondrous. The new 
house is conspicuous evidence. 

Its very location reveals much of the Hoff 
character. Love of the outdoors urged them 
away from their home in a fast-moving city 
to a mountain range 10 miles north. The 20 
acres they purchased included three peaks, 
low enough for easy climbing, high enough

“One evening there, in the glow of a crimson sunset,” Professor 
Hoff tells, ‘‘we stood on a slope and talked out the complete dwell- 
ing. It seemed to rise before us as first one, then the other, had his 
say.”

In this and future 


articles, an expert tells you how to make your 


own place beautiful by following the simple 


principles behind all good landscape planning 


By Norman A. Morris, Landscape Architect 


= biggest discovery you can make about outdoor 
living is that its enjoyment is a matter of planning 
rather than spending large amounts of money. There 
is nothing mysterious or difficult about making’ your 
own landscape plan. Moreover, it is fun, cuts down 
costs, tells you where you are going and what you'll 
have when you are finished. 

Regardless of the shape or size of your lot, or how 
your house sits on it, certain basic ideas hold true. 
For instance, the way you live practically dictates the 
need for dividing a home lot into three parts: the en- 
trance area, the work and service area, and the livable 
garden. 

In the end, landscaping is little more than placing 
the right things in the right place. Before you do any 
actual work, you should have your plan down on 
paper. Don’t do anything until you know exactly 
what you want. 

The first step is to determine what you already have, 
This calls for the preparation of a simple but accurate 
ground plan, which shows the location of every tree, 
building, and other features. You'll find information 
on how to go about it on another page. 

Next, decide what you want. Get the family to- 
gether, and list carefully just what you want to have in 
your yard. If you have children, swings and a sandbox 
may be in order. If growing roses is your hobby, you'll 
want a sunny spot for rose beds. 

Of course, you'll have to cut and compromise in 
planning any small lot. No amount of ingenuity will 


also going to force you to take short cuts. Maybe you 
planned on a massive stone fireplace—till you learned 
that it would cost $100 to have it built. So you end up 
with a $5 portable grill, which cooks just as well— 
and probably looks better on a small lot. 

Most of the details of your landscaping will come in 
articles in future issues. This month your job is to 
decide the over-all layout for your yard by deciding 
where your service area, entrance area and livable 
garden will be placed. Read on to find out how to do it. 


How to start your landscape plan 
The three areas—With few exceptions, every yard is 
divided into three general sections: entrance area, the 
work-and-service area, and the livable garden. Your 
first job in planning is to decide where these areas will 
be located. 

The entrance area is the spot around your front 
door that greets your guests and shows itself to the

QO. houses that you can buy for remodeling 
aren't expensive. It’s the remodeling that takes money. 
But by remodeling with the help of professionals, you 
can get the home you want for less than it would cost 
you to build from the ground up.

A young husband and wife, with two sleepy youngsters 
in the back seat of their shiny car, drove up to the rustic 
entrance of the Skyline Drive at Front Royal, Virginia, 
one day last summer. A Shenandoah National Park 
ranger, in a broad-brimmed hat, stepped out of his booth 
to collect their 25-cent toll. The man at the wheel handed 
him a quarter, and then asked, curiously: 

“Tell me—if we follow this parkway, what’il we see, 
and where will we wind up? We’re new in this part of the 
country, and we’re looking for information.’’ A broad 
erin creased the ranger’s tanned face. He answered in a 
Virginia drawl. 

“Mister,” he said, “if you go down the Skyline Drive 
for 95 miles and join up with the Blue Ridge Parkway, 
which leads you on south, you'll be making one of the 
most remarkable trips in the world—about 550 miles of 
easy travel, most of it along the mountaintops, through 
the longest park in existence. 


‘It’s a trip straight through American history down 


the backbone of the Blue Ridge Mountains. Within 25 
miles of your route, on either side, are some of the towns 
where this country was born and camte of age—places like 
Monticello, Jefferson’s home; Lexington, where Robert

Drive down the mountain crags of northern Virginia 
and the Blue Ridge Parkway, with 341 of its 477.71 miles 
already completed, represent something new and excit- 
ing in American motor travel. 

You ride above the clouds much of the time, down a 
winding ribbon of landscaped highway with no stop 
lights, no juke joints, and no billboards. You have plenty 
of places to picnic or to buy a lunch and more than 100 
dramatic overlooks where you can park the car to stretch 
your legs or catch a valley vista through the windows. 
It’s a restful trip with the towering Smokies and 6,684- 
foot Mount Mitchell, highest in the East, as a fitting cli- 
max to the southward leg. 


You can make the whole tour with ease from New York 
in 12 days, traveling south over the parkway system and 
a few sections of connecting pavement, returning north 
past the great man-made lakes of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, the misty heights of Cumberland Gap, and 
the rolling, rugged hills of West Virginia. It will cost you 
between $300 and $350 for a family of four, the figure 
varying in accordance with the luxuriousness of your 
tastes. Total distance from New York: 2,190.6 miles, 
with an additional 400 miles for side trips. 

The beauty of this loop drive is that you can start on it 
from any convenient entry point along the way. If you 
live in the South, you can come in through Asheville, 
North Carolina, and go north.

The same furniture —with new bookshelves. Old book- 
shelves dated the room, so new floor-to-ceiling shelves were the 
first item on the redecorating plan.

All through the room you'll see the accessories have been 
grouped, extras put away for another arrangement later. With 
fewer, bigger pieces on the mantel and tables, each piece looks 
more important. Lamps, too, are taller and bigger for better light. 
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The same basic colors —in richer shades. “A dull corner,” 
was the family’s verdict. Look at the picture at left and you’ll see 
why. In listing the things they wanted to change, they discovered 
colors were to blame for the dullness. The list read like this: 
Oriental rug looks faded when it keeps company with pale tans 
and blues. (Check on slipcover and drapery material.) Wallpaper 
color is wishy-washy—it makes the woodwork look dirty. 

Below, you see how they solved their color problem with 
clearer, richer shades of the same colors they’d used before. That 
way they kept their Oriental rug the keynote of the room. Bluer 
wallpaper accents furniture woods; whiter woodwork sets off the 
blue. White draperies capitalize on light streaming into the room. 
Notice that the door is draped like the windows. And with the 
radio-phonograph tucked away in the bookshelves (shown on the 
last page), there’s room to open the door. The secretary now holds 
china that had been scattered throughout the room.

E... left. Up with the hot baking dish. Out 
comes the cake that baked upside down. Eat it while 
it’s fresh and warm, its buttery brown-sugar 
and pineapple top still glistening. 

The upside-down cake is the cake complete. 
It comes from the oven all frosted. No more work 
for you, the baker. No more waiting for the 
hungry eyes that view it. 

We've learned some tricks about upside-down 


cakes. If you let the baked cake stand on a rack 
10 minutes before you turn it out, the fruit has a 
chance to set and the cake slips out perfectly. 
We’ve worked out some new designs. We've 
tried different fruits and different cake batters. 

Here are pineapple, peach, pear, prune and 
apricot, and cherry upside-down cakes. See the 
photographs on page 106. For each, there’s a 
special recipe. See the directions below.

Canned and frozen vegetables are so easy to fix and 
take so little time to cook that you gain extra minutes for 
seasoning tricks. They’re delicious served steaming hot 
with a little butter and salt and pepper. But add brown 
sugar and pineapple to squash, ham cubes and mush- 
rooms to peas, or onion rings and chopped pimiento to 
corn and green Limas—they’re even better.

Simmer liquid down to one-half. This will give vege- 
tables a delicious flavor, save minerals and vita- 
mins for extra health. You will not have to drain off 
any excess liquid from the vegetables after cooking 
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Add vegetables to liquid. Season with salt and 
pepper and add butter. Heat only until butter is 
melted. Canned vegetables are already cooked, so 
you need only heat them through. Serve quickly 


To cook in pressure pan, let vegetables partially 
thaw at room temperature, about '/ hour. Cook ac- 
cording to your pressure-pan manufacturer's direc- 
tions. Reduce pressure at once when time is up 


If you use part of a can of vegetables, you can store 
the rest right in the can. Cover and keep in the re- 
frigerator. There is no more danger of spoilage in 
an open can than there is in any other container

These make your washing easier 


Conventional and semi-automatic washers offer new short 


‘To article is for you if you own or plan to buy a con- 
ventional washer (with agitator and wringer) or a semi- 
automatic washer (spinner type, or one that cuts out 
part of the customary hand operations). Here we show 
you how you can use these washers to save minutes and 
energy, get the best results. 

Today’s washers offer many labor- and _ timesaving 
features. For instance, one washer has a hinged lid to act 
as a handy shelf. Many washers are equipped with auto- 
matic timers. You can run an errand or answer the 
telephone; timer will shut off washer automatically. 

To let you do two washing jobs at once, there’s the 
double-tub washer. You may use lukewarm water in one 
tub to loosen soil; hot suds in second tub. Or wash in one 
tub, rinse in other. 

So that you'll have no more drain worries, some 
washers offer a motor-driven pump. It forces water from 
the washer through the hose in a jiffy—empties a tubful 
in about two or three minutes. 

Three-minute speed is also yours for rinsing and for 
damp-drying when you have a washer with a spinner 
compartment. In spinner photographed at right a full 
batch of clothes (or 8 to 9 pounds) is whirled in spray of 
water, thoroughly rinsed in three minutes. Then, with 
water turned off, spinner takes only three minutes more 
to whirl clothes damp-dry. 


- 
W ashers with wringers do tricks, too. The 1950 
wringers offer safety devices, pressure controls, and 
features that make them fast, safe, and easy to use. 
Many swing in a full circle and lock in several handy 
positions. Most have a sloping drainboard that tilts 
automatically to send water either into washer or 
laundry tub, and that’s shaped so you can guide clothes 
without fingers getting near the rolls. 

A safety feature on most of today’s wringers is the 
pressure release. On some washers, it’s a finger-tip bar 
across top of rolls; a slight push on bar stops them and 
springs them apart. The safety release pictured at right 
is a lever at end of wringer which you press to stop rolls. 
You push down on same lever to start rolls, pull up to 
reverse rolls.On some wringers, a slight tugging of clothes 
stops rolls; pressing a lever releases pressure. 

Another safety device on many washers is a switch that 
shuts off washer if line is overloaded. 

Some wringers have a pressure-control lever to loosen 


or tighten the rolls. It may be marked for low, medium, 
or high pressure; it may indicate fabric settings. Low 
pressure is best for rayon and wool; medium pressure for 
linens; high pressure for cottons. 

Some washers have automatically controlled rolls 
which permit thick or thin articles to go through with- 
out special attention. Springs concealed in each end 
of such wringers spread or tighten rolls as needed. A 
heavy bath mat, for instance, can go through self-adjust- 
ing rolls without any trouble. 

One washer has an extra-flexible upper roll that gives 
to accommodate every bump or button. 

A couple of washers feature an open-top wringer, 
so you can see clothes going through and quickly stop 
catching of a button or twisting of a sash. One such 
wringer does a disappearing act. To make it vanish, you 
press a foot pedal; it releases the wringer so you can 
guide it into the washer cabinet. You also press this toe 
lever to bring wringer up out of washer. When you 
raise the wringer, the edge of washer tub moves. up flush 
with washer opening. When wringer’s inside cabinet, 
you place a lid over opening to make a flat top for added

Sewing tricks that keep the family ward- 


robe in good repair,save you time and money 


Stitch in no time. Keep some needles threaded in the 
colors you most often use—especially white, black, navy, 
and brown. Take the repair stitch as soon as possible after 
the break occurs. Resew the button that loosens; backstitch 
on the armhole when the thread breaks and interrupts the 
symmetry of the seam. Reinforce the garter that pulls loose 
from the girdle, or lengthen the garters when they are short, 
to save the hose. Put new elastic in the bra when the old is 
strained and pulls out. Give added length to straps on bras 
and slips that break because they are too short or inade- 
quately sewed. Catch the corner of one loosened pocket be- 
fore it makes an ugly tear. 


Darn it. Reinforce thin places in men’s argyles and fine 
wool socks on the wrong side. Use nylon from the tops of 
your own old stockings; then darn over this thin patch so 
the reinforcing never shows, yet the socks will last twice as 
long. 


When seam thread breaks, replace the 
machine’ stitches with backstitches or 
restitch the seam, stretching it slightly 
so it won’t be too tight. 


Mend before washing, whenever possible, as the ironing 
can make a mend or repair much less conspicuous. 


When the strap of a slip or bra tears off, add 
a piece of ribbon. Extend it down on the gar- 
ment far enough to cover any torn parts and 
up on the strap far enough to cover any dam- 
aged parts. Whip this ribbon into place on all 
edges. The lazy daisy stitches are easy to make 
and serve for decoration and reinforcement. 


Mending aids. You can use twilled tape under buttons that 
have torn loose. A new aid is tape that you iron on—saving 
you stitches. Use it for patching holes and burns, reinforcing 
weak spots in clothing or household linens. It’s available in 
a wide variety of colors, is ironed on the wrong side of the 
material, And it’s washable. This tape can be used on al- 
most everything you normally iron. For silks, rayons, wool- 
ens, and sheer fabrics, use a pressing cloth.

Like eggs and 
milk, lumber is graded according to quality. But there are 
more grades of lumber, and more prices. 

Grading methods vary, but the woods you'll use most 


For hardwoods, corresponding grades 
might be labeled firsts and seconds, selects, No. 1 com- 
mon, No. 2 common, sound wormy, No. 3A common, 
and No. 3B common. 

Whenever you buy lumber, save money by buying 


the least expensive grade that will serve your purpose. 
Don’t buy finishing grades, for example, unless you're 
really going to do a finishing job with it. 

Except in smaller lumberyards, it’s unlikely that you 
will be able to pick out the pieces of lumber you want. 
But it’s the salesman’s job to sell you material that will 
serve you best, so explain your plans carefully.

Your project will determine the species of wood you 
want. Stocks in lumberyards vary, too, depending on 
local availability and demand. For general construction 
work, softwoods are usually chosen, such as pine, fir, 
spruce, cypress, cedar, redwood, or hemlock. For trim, 
floors, cabinets, or furniture, you may decide to use either 
softwood or one of the hardwoods, such as oak, birch, 
maple, mahogany, gum, w alnut, or beech. 

Whether you are planning to build a necktie rack or a 
two-car garage, it will pay you to visit your dealer and 
ask questions. Information is yours for the asking.

How lumber is measured and sold 


Lumber prices are figured by the 
board foot for ordinary lumber. A 
board foot is the amount of lumber 
in a piece 1 inch thick, 1 foot wide, 
and 1 foot long. Thus a piece an 
inch thick, 6 inches wide, and 10 
feet long will contain 5 board feet. 

If you want your lumber to be 
only a half inch thick, you’ll have 
to pay for the full inch anyway; the 
board will have to be milled down. 
Sometimes you may get a lower 
price if the dealer happens to have 
some stock that has already been 
resawed from thicker lumber. 


As the drying and milling process 
reduces the thickness of the lum- 
ber, however, you really don’t get 
a piece a full inch thick—even 
though it is expressed that way for 
convenience. It was an inch thick 
when it came from the saw, but 
seasoning caused slight shrinkage. 
Then milling smoothed the sur- 
faces and removed a layer of wood. 

The result is that 1-inch lumber 
really means 25/32-inch. From 
2 inches to 6 inches, the actual 
dimension is °4 inch less than the 
expressed dimension; that is, a 
2x6 is really 154 inches thick and 
554 inches wide. Boards 8 inches 
wide and up drop a full half inch; 
an 8-inch board is really 714 
inches wide. 

If you want your lumber to be a 
full inch thick, you'll have to 
specify and pay for the next thicker 
size, usually 114 inch. 


When you make up your lumber 
list, avoid mistakes by writing 
down the number of pieces first, 
the thickness next, then the width, 
length, grade, and species, fol- 
lowed by whether you want it 
rough or smooth. 


Thus, if you want two pieces of 


top-quality white oak, an inch 
thick, 6 inches wide, and 10 feet 
long, smooth on both sides and on 
both edges, write it this way: 
2-1x6-10-Fas-Wh Oak-S4S. The 
“Fas” means firsts and seconds, 
the top grade in hardwood. The 
**S4S” means you want the lumber 
surfaced on all four sides. 

Incidentally, it will rarely pay 
you to buy anything but S4S lum- 
ber. The job of smoothing down a 
rough piece of lumber with hand 
tools is forbidding even for the 
skilled craftsman. 

Lumberyards that lack complete 
mill facilities often have a power 
saw that can do such jobs as bevel- 
ing edges of heavy lumber, ripping 
to specified width when stock sizes 
won't fit your needs, and cutting 
to exact lengths. Ask about this 
if your job calls for a large amount 
of cutting. If your yard doesn’t 
have a power saw, plan your jobs 
around standard thicknesses. Stock 
lengths of lumber run from 6 feet 
up, at 1- or 2-foot intervals. 


Wikies lumber you buy, find 
out whether it is close-grained, like 
fir, or open-grained, like oak. The 
open-grained woods require the 
use of a filler if you want to do an 
expert job of finishing. 

Some lumber, such as shingles 
and laths, comes in bunches like 
asparagus, can’t be bought one at 
a time. Other varieties, like kin- 
dling wood, are usually sold by the 
bushel or by the truckload. Mold- 
ings are sold by the running foot, 
like garden hose, as are both closet 
poles and stair railings. Ready- 
made units like windows and doors 
are priced according to size and 
type. And for materials like ply- 
wood or wallboard, the price is 
figured by square foot or panel.

How to correct 


I. will pay you to select lumber carefully if you are 
using only a small quantity. For example, you may be 
able to save money by buying lower-grade lumber and 
using only the clear portions between knots and other 
defects. This is done in many professional shops. 

Even on a large job, such as paneling a room, you will 
find a place for many short pieces that will allow you to 
discard imperfect sections of lumber. 

You'll also find that many lower-grade pieces have 
been graded down because of defects on only one side; 
the other side may be perfect. You'll find such stock 
perfectly satisfactory where only one side will show. 

By spending a little extra time on the job, you can cor- 
rect many of the common ailments that reduce the grade 
—and price—of lumber. The photographs show a few of 
the techniques that you may find handy the next time 
you tackle a workshop problem involving lumber. 


Loose knots. If you find a loose knot, 
push it out, coat the rim with clear 
cellulose cement, and press the knot 
back in place. Wipe away any 
squeezed-out cement, and allow at 
least an hour for drying. The cement 


Bowing. A warped or bowed board 
often can be straightened. Support 
the board at the ends, so the center is 
arched upward. Then pile weights on 
center. Be careful not to weight the 
board too heavily, and give it plenty

sure. If the board will be nailed to a 
rigid frame or wall that will hold it 
flat, it is not necessary to straighten it 
first. Just force it into place and nail 
down. Tongue-and-groove edges help 
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lumber defects 


Cupping. This wide board is cupped, 
forming a gutterlike hollow from one 
end to the other. Frequently you can 
correct such a defect by wetting the 


Checking. Cracks like this are called 
checks. Unless they are deep enough 
to weaken the lumber seriously, don't 
worry about them. For a smooth 
painted finish, fill such checks with a 
wood plastic or a gap filler made of 


Twisting. Lumber that is twisted out 
of shape, like the piece at the right, 
can be very difficult to work. If the 
piece is thin enough to be somewhat 
flexible, and joins another board with 
tongue-and-groove, it may be possi-

How to buy plywood 


| is one of the handiest 
materials for a handy man to have 
around the workshop. It comes in 
large sheets, fast and relatively 
easy to handle. It is very strong, 
of uniform thickness, and gives 
smooth results even when it is used 
by an unskilled man. 

There are two general types— 
interior plywood, which is highly 
moisture resistant, and exterior 
plywood, which is so waterproof 
you can boil it without making it 
separate. Both types are made 
mainly of fir, although they are 
also available in redwood and a 
wide variety of hardwood veneers. 

The higher grades of plywood 
are made in widths of 30, 36, 42, 
and 48 inches, and in lengths from 
5 to 12 feet at 1-foot intervals. 
Lower grades are made in fewer 
sizes, but all include the standard 
4x8 panel. Special panels are avail- 
able in widths to 6 feet sanded or 8 
feet unsanded. Long lengths of 14, 
16, 20, and 24 feet can be obtained 
for porch decking and exterior use. 
You can use plywood for a wide 
range of construction jobs, from 
making toys and furniture to panel- 
ing a room or building a cabin 
cruiser. 


P : ; 

lywood is made in_ several 
grades. The top grade is A-A, 
sometimes called 
sides.” In it, both sides are sanded, 
unmarred, and perfectly smooth. 
Neatly made, carefully matched 
patches of limited size are permit- 
ted. It is an ideal material touse for 
building furniture or natural-finish 
cabinets. 

The alphabetical designation of 
grade runs down to C-D, an in- 
terior plywood that is unsanded 
and allows knotholes and small 


*“sound-two- 


splits on both sides of the panel. 

If you were to panel a wall, you 
might select grade A-D, sound 
only on the face side, for you 
would not be concerned about the 
imperfections on the back. Grade 
B-B is often used for making con- 
crete forms; both surfaces are 
sanded, so the forms can be used 
repeatedly, but both surfaces may 
have circular repair plugs and 
small, tight knots. 

When you buy plywood, use the 
less-expensive interior type for in- 
door application. Don’t spend 
money for two sound surfaces if 
only one will show. Don’t worry 
about tight knots and circular re- 
pair plugs if you are going to 
paint the surface. 


1m 
The outer veneer of plywood is 
thin, so it may sliver out along the 
edges of your saw cut. To minimize 
this, be sure to use a sharp cross- 
cut saw for all cuts, even those 
made with the grain of the outer 
veneers. And remember to keep the 
most important side of the ply- 
wood panel face-up, as most split- 
ting will occur on the underside. 

If you are planning to resurface 
interior walls with wood paneling, 
check on the availability of ply- 
wood planks or squares. They 
come in 12- and 16-inch widths, 14 
inch thick, and are easy to handle 
and can be fastened with small 
brads. The cost is somewhat higher 
than for ordinary sheet plywood, 
but often you can put up such ply- 
wood planks or squares rapidly 
over old plaster walls, without the 
use of special wood furring strips to 
level the surface. 

For curved surfaces, a 14-inch 
panel can be used if one ply on the 
back is cut on a power saw. 


Plywood is commonly available in thicknesses ranging from '/ inch 
(top) to ¥4 inch (bottom), at g-inch intervals. It is usually made up of 
thin sheets of fir, with grain of adjacent sheets running at right angles 
to add rigidity. At higher prices, many beautiful hardwood outer 
veneers are also available. Sometimes you can buy !4-inch plywood, 
for bending around a sharp curve, but dealer may have to order it for you 
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Piywood comes in several surface types. One type is striated 
(left), giving outer veneer a hand-hewn appearance. Another 
accentuates grain pattern (right). Thickness is about ¥ inch. 
Surface pattern tends to conceal panel joints and nailheads, 
eliminating need for battens or other seam-covering devices 


This, too, is wood. It is a thin veneer with a cloth backing. Use it 
where you want a wood surface to bend around a sharp curve. It comes 
in most common woods as well as extremely rare ones, may have to be 
ordered. An adhesive is used to mount material over an existing surface 


Here are plywood imperfections which determine grade. Piece at the 
left (A-B) is sound on one side, has circular repair patches on the other. 
Patches are easily hidden with paint. Piece at right (A-D) is sound on 
one side; but side visible has knots, rough areas, poor joint, and stained 
grain. These imperfections are unimportant if you mount panel so 
only one side is visible. Hardwood plywood often has a reject back

Sloping panels behind magazines are 
held with ¥-inch strips nailed onto 
the side frame. These back panels may 
be made of composition board or thin 
plywood. Note the lip along the front 
edge of the magazine shelf, formed 
by the facing strip. It serves to keep 
magazines from sliding off the rack 


Newspaper bins have solid fronts, but 
backs are slatted to allow contents to 
be seen and to make cleaning easier. 
Bins may be made of scrap lumber, 
but should be smoothly sanded and 
given a coat of shellac to prevent 
slivers and to stop dirt penetration 


Hinged bin stays closed without 
latch, due to its off-center weight plus 
the weight of contents. When it is 
swung open, the cord visible at the 
right limits the outward movement. 
Cord is attached to a screw eye in the 
bin and another in rack's frame, lat-

Lots of mountains 


If you like your mountains big but friendly, free from juke joints 
and billboards, the Skyline Drive and Blue Ridge Parkway give you 
500 miles of unspoiled beauty down the eastern backbone of America 


you live in the Midwest, you'll 
make your entrance through West 
Virginia, whose mountains, lakes, 
and canyons merit any extra time 
you have. 

Any season from April to No- 
vember is pleasant on the parkway 
system. The preferred time runs 
from early May to late June, when 
the mountain laurel, rhododen- 
dron, and flame azalea blanket 
the mountainsides with massed 
color. In high summer, when the 
lowlands are sweltering, it’s always 
cool along the parkway. And in 
October, you travel through per- 
haps the finest display of autumn 
leaves that you could find in the 
whole country. 

Along the parkway system prop- 
er, the government has provided 
only four places to stay overnight, 
and these require reservations well 
in advance. Luckily for the tourist, 
the route is crossed by state or 
federal highways at more than 30 
points. It’s just a few minutes, on a 
good road, to thriving resort com- 
munities such as Luray, Lexing- 
ton, or Natural Bridge in Virginia; 
or to Blowing Rock, Linville, Little 
Switzerland, or Asheville in North 
Carolina. 

Within 10 miles of the parkway, 
there are more than a thousand 
tourist homes, and 
hotels ranging from the simple to 
the ultra de luxe. Rates average $2 


motels, or 


per person in cabins or guest 
homes; $3 to $4 per person in 
hotels. Cots for the children are a 
standard $1 each throughout the 
trip if they share your room. For 
the noonday meal, you can turn 
off the parkway to a restaurant or 
(better still) carry a picnic lunch 
and relish the out-of-doors in one 
of the 56 picnic areas along the 
way 

If yours is the average family, 
with, say, two adults and two chil- 
dren, you should allow $130 for 
meals; $77 for overnight lodging 
(11 nights in double cabins at $7); 
$50 for gas and oil; and $43 for 
miscellaneous expenses. That’s a 
total of $300. You’ll be happier if 
you bring a little extra for side at- 
tractions and Southern handicraft 
souvenirs: hooked rugs, hand- 
woven suitings, pottery, wood 
carvings, and hammered silver. 
First day 

This is your second longest drive, 
a straight run south to the parkway 
entrance. Start early. Take U.S. 1 
from New York to New Brunswick, 
New Jersey; U.S. 130 to the New 
Castle-Pennsville ferry, which by- 
passes Philadelphia and Wilming- 
ton; U.S. 40 to Baltimore; and 
U.S. 1 to Washington. If this is 
your first visit to Washington, stay 
overnight and spend the next day 
sight-seeing, making up for lost 
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time by driving longer distances on 
the parkway. Otherwise, go out 
U.S. 50 to Fairfax, Virginia, and 
Virginia 55 to Front Royal, pass- 
ing through an area rich in Civil 
War history and famous today for 
fox hunting. Total distance, 294 
miles. The Skyline Motor Hotel is 
almost at the parkway entrance, or 
you can ride 4.6 miles up Skyline 


Drive to Dickey Ridge Lodge, a 
National Park concession. 


Second day 
You enter the Skyline Drive, 
paying a 25-cent fee, and immedi- 
ately begin your climb into the sky. 
Soon you’re looking down on the

here, at the Mimslyn Hotel, a typi- 
cal, white-pillared Southern inn, 
or return to the parkway for a pic- 
nic at the Pinnacles or a dining- 
room meal at the Skyland Cabin 
Area. From Skyland, be sure to 
take the gentle, '4-mile footpath 
to the cliffs of Stony Man, a leg- 
stretcher that can be done in city 
shoes. There are 200 miles of foot 
trails in Shenandoah National 
Park, including the Appalachian 
rrail, Maine to Georgia. You can 
rent horses for a trail ride at $2 an 
hour or $8 a day, or listen to a free 
lecture by the park naturalist. Con- 
tinue on at a leisurely speed (max- 
imum is 35 mph) past two more 
lodges, three picnic areas, and a 
total of 70 parking overlooks, to 
Rockfish Gap, where you start on 
the Blue Ridge Parkway. Turn 
left on U.S. 250 for 29 miles to 
Charlottesville, with the beautiful 


campus of the University of Vir- 
ginia; Monticello, home of Thom- 
as Jefferson; Ash Lawn, home of 
James Monroe; and Michie Tav- 
ern, the early home of Patrick 
Henry. Half the states of the Union 
owe their existence to Charlottes- 
ville men: George Rogers Clark, 
who explored the territory north- 
west of the Ohio from which Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, and 
Wisconsin were carved; Meri- 
wether Lewis and William Clark, 
who made the first exploration of 
the Louisiana Purchase. Monticel- 
lo, designed and built by Jefferson, 
is notable for its recessed or disap- 
pearing beds, hx ‘en stairways, 
dumb-waiters, and t.

est fee admits you to each of them. 
If you cherish recreation more 
than history, continue south on the 
Blue Ridge Parkway from Rock- 
fish Gap and turn off at the 15- 
mile mark on Virginia 814. It’s a 
314-mile trip to Sherando Lake in 
the George Washington National 
Forest, one of five forests you'll 
traverse during your tour, and one 
of the 12 spots to swim just off the 
parkway. Returning, continue 
down the Blue Ridge Parkway to 
U.S. 60. Turn right 11 miles to the 
lovely city of Lexington, your over- 
night stop. Distance for the day, 
including side trips to Luray and 
Charlottesville: 229.6 miles. 


Third day 


Again, you're on historic ground 
You've left the parkway, which is 
unfinished for 15 miles to the James 
River, and you've spent the night 
in Lexington. This is the burial 
place of both Robert E. Lee and 
Stonewall Jackson; the home of 
Washington and Lee University 
and the Virginia Military Insti- 
tute; a beautiful town of green 
lawns and lovely homes. Visit 
(free) the Lee Museum, with price- 
less colonial paintings, mementos 
of Lee’s military career, and even 
the skeleton of his favorite horse, 
Traveler. If your visit comes be- 
tween April 22 and 29, you may 
want to take a day or two for trips 
from Lexington across the Blue 
Ridge during Historic Garden 
Week, when Virginia homes from 
the mountains to the shore will be 
open to visitors. If you’re bound 
down the parkway, however, con- 
tinue south 13 miles from Lexing- 
ton to Natural Bridge (admission 
$1.20 for adults, including tax; 60 
cents for children under 12; no 
charge for children under 6). This 
is an astounding span of rock, 215 
feet high, 90 feet long, and 50 to 
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150 feet wide, like the nave of a 
great cathedral. I'd heard of Nat- 
ural Bridge for years, and I was a 
little cynical about its’ reputed 
beauty. I came out converted, 
after lingering for two hours. High 
up in the rock, loud-speakers carry 
the sound of organ music. At night, 
the arch is illuminated with chang- 
ing lights, and there’s an impres- 
sive recorded choral recital, ‘“The 
Drama of Creation.” Stop, as I 
did, and you'll understand why 
Thomas Jefferson, who bought the 
arch from George III for 20 shil- 
lings, and George Washington, 
who surveyed it and left his initials 
20 feet up on the wall for you to 
see, agreed that Natural Bridge 
would be a place that would draw 
the attention of the world. 

From Natural Bridge, with the 
great Blue Ridge rampart to the 
east, take Virginia 249 and U.S. 
501 into the magnificent gorge of 
the James River, rejoining the 
parkway at the little railroad sid- 
ing of Major, Virginia. You’re on 
gravel, though some paving may 
be in progress early this summer, 
as you climb again into the sky. 
By now, you’ve noted that the 
parkway area is a narrow strip, 
mainly 500 to 1,500 feet wide, with 
the hand-split fences of native 
farmers visible from the roadway. 
You pass over a spur of Apple 
Orchard Mountain (4,229 feet), 
the highest point on the parkway 
in Virginia, and then come into 
the open meadows of the Peaks of 
Otter, a recreation area where 
you'll lunch, stroll, or take a bus 
($1 for adults; 50 cents for chil- 
dren under 12) to the summit of 
Sharp Top for a view into Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, and North 
Carolina. Devout mountaineers 
come here for sunrise services. 

Parkway authorities expect to

je back yard didn’t look promising. It was ugly and 
small, only 24x30 feet. Besides, it was in the heart of the 
city, on a corner lot where two busy streets intersected, and 
the sidewalk lay only a few feet away.

have the road from Peaks of Otter 
to U.S. 460 just outside Roanoke 
open by late June or early July, 
1950. Inquire locally, or watch 
signs, for the paved detour via 
Virginia 43 and U.S. 11 to Bu- 
chanan and Roanoke if you've 
come early. You go out of Roanoke 
on U.S. 221 and at 93 miles from 
Natural Bridge, you rejoin the 
paved parkway at Adney Gap. 
You'll pass two recreation areas, 
Smart View and Rocky Knob, 
center of the parkway’s dogwood 
bloom in early May and mountain 
laurel in late May. At Virginia 8, 
the 122-mile mark for the day, 
you can turn left 16 miles to Fairy 
Stone Park for a swim and a chance 
to collect some “fairy stones” 

tiny stone crosses, formed by some 
volcanic upheaval, which lie by 
the thousands on the meadows 
back of the lake. On the parkway 
proper, 133 miles from Natural 
Bridge, you'll want to explore Ma- 
bry Mill, with its water wheel still 
working, and its handmade de- 
vices for grinding meal, sawing 
wood, and manufacturing moun- 
tain necessities. The mill was built 
in 1910 by E. B. Mabry—which 
reminds you how isolated these 
mountain people were until the 


advent of the parkway. It’s one of 


a dozen primitive buildings along 
the way, reminders of the past. 
Among them, and on your route 
ahead, is the cabin of Arlean 


Hawks Puckett, storied midwife of 


the local hills. Arlean brought 
hundreds of mountain children 
into the world, but none of her 
own 24 children lived to grow up. 
fa hl 
This is true hillbilly country. At 
Rocky Knob, one day, there were 
two weddings, two burials in a 
nearby churchyard, and a fox- 
hunters’ convention. Down in the 
deep valleys visible from the park- 
way, moonshiners still ply their 
trade despite the vigilance of 
rangers, for this is Wilkes County, 
locally regarded as the moonshine 
capital of the U.S.A. If you're 
lucky enough to meet Sam P. 
Weems, superintendent of the 
parkway, he can regale you with 
some colorful stories of the 1930's, 
when he was acquiring the govern- 
ment’s right of way and dealing 
with the pure English and Scots 
families who had to be moved so 
that the road could go through. 
There are more than 50 parking 
overlooks along the parkway; in 
this area, you can look down from 
them to mountain cabins so re- 
mote it takes half a day’s walk to 
reach the roads in the valley. 
You're traveling south on a great 
plateau, with rolling farmlands on 
either side. You cross the North 
Carolina-Virginia state line at 174 
miles, perhaps stop at Cumberland 
Knob for coffee or a 15-minute 
loop walk to the knob itself, and 
then visit the most colorfully 
named overlook on the whole trip. 
It’s Fox-Hunters’ Paradise, a tiny 
rocky promontory looking straight 
down into the valleys.

ment of Interior sign tells you the 
reason for the name: In the old 
days, the hunters would gather 
here around a fire at night and 
listen to the bell-like tones of their 
hounds pursuing fox in the gorge 
below. You'll go on from Fox- 
Hunters’ Paradise, imbued with 
the feeling of the hills, and end your 
day at The Bluffs, 198 miles from 
Natural Bridge, excluding side 
trips. Here’s a 6,000-acre recrea- 
tion tract of waving bluegrass; a 
24-room hotel, operated by Na- 
tional Park Concessions, Inc., and 
decorated in true mountain style, 
with a double room at $6.50 a day; 
and a coffee shop just over the 
knoll. If you need a day’s rest, you 
can take it here or at nearby Roar- 
ing Gap on U.S. 21, a fine summer 
resort with a golf course and riding 
horses. Sparta, North Carolina, is 
an alternate choice. 


Feurth day 

Start early; just beyond The 
Bluffs, stretch your legs with a 
10-minute walk to the Cascades, a 
tumbling waterfall. You’re coming 
into “big” country, where the 
mountains rise up above your 
road. At Deep Gap, take U.S. 421 
for 4 miles around an uncompleted 
parkway section. Return to the 
parkway for 10 miles, stopping at 
Gillespie Gap to look at the monu- 
ment to the Kings Mountain Sol- 
diers, the Revolutionary 
who crossed the Blue Ridge and 
surprised the British at the Battle 
of Kings Mountain farther south. 
At Gillespie, you leave the park- 
way again and drop down into 
Blowing Rock, one of Carolina’s 
great resort cities. Behind it rises 
Grandfather Mountain, 
rock walls, sparse timber, and high- 
way to an observation tower half- 
way up. You'll see Grandfather best 
from the Blowing Rock (admission 
90 cents), W here you Can toss a hat 
or handkerchief from the top of a 
ledge and the air currents will car- 
ry it back to you when the winds 
are right. Lunch here—any of the 
hotel dining rooms are good—and 
take the Yonahlossee Trail (U. S. 
221) through a magnificent forest 
along the slopes of Grandfather, 
rejoining the parkway at Beacon

Heights. On Brown Mountain, off 
to the east, there are mysterious 
lights almost every clear summer 
night, like the lanterns of moun- 
taineers moving across the ridge. 
Scientists have investigated and 
found no answer to the puzzle. 
Linville, 2 miles away, has golf 
courses and fine hotels. Linville 
Falls, just off the parkway on U.S. 
221, is a magnificent cataract (60 
cents admission). Linville Gorge, 
equally spectacular, is free—a part 
of the huge Pisgah National Forest. 
You’re 72 miles from your starting 
point. A short distance below the 
Linville River, you pass Spruce 
Pine to the west and then Little 
Switzerland, an old-fashioned re- 
sort. Just where the state highway 
parallels the parkway, you'll see a 
huge basswood tree (“‘Lynn tree” 
to the Southern highlanders) be- 
side an old building. 

“I was afraid that tree’d fall 
over and kill somebody,” says 
Sam Weems, “and I sent a crew 
up to cut it down. Before they'd 
lopped one branch, I had tele- 
phone calls from the governors of 
North Carolina and South Caro- 
lina and 20 telegrams, all demand- 
ing to know what I was doing. It 
turned out that’s “The Marryin’ 
Tree,’ and famous hereabouts. 
Couples come from ail around the 
countryside to be married under it. 
So I left the tree standing.” 


Betow “The Marrvin’ Tree’’ is 
Crabtree Meadows, a picnic area; 
and then the parkway rounds 
corner and you’re looking at the 
Black Mountain Range, misty 
across a deep valley, topped by 
Mount Mitchell. These are the big- 
gest peaks in the eastern United 
States. At their base is a huge 
game management area, where 
often you can see deer feeding 
along the road or black bear am- 
bling up the trails. At 111 miles, 
the free paved road to Mount 
Mitchell turns off to the right. Until 
recently, there was only a bumpy 
horse trail up Mitchell. Now, you 
ride on black top, park your car, 
and walk a quarter of a mile to the 
summit through a balsam forest to 
be found nowhere else south of the 
Catskill Mountains, existing here 
only because Mitchell's great al- 
titude gives its summit the climate 
of the Northern peaks. It’s 4.8 
miles to the top of the road. 

To me, this was the most mag- 
nificent section of the parkway— 
this and the gravel road following, 
which opens in early summer, 
1950. You go for miles through one 
of the finest spruce and hemlock 
forests in the East. You look down 
to the north fork of the Swannanoa 
River, so far below you’d swear 
you were in California’s Yosemite 


National Park.

, = take a short spur road to 
Craggy Gardens—600 acres of rho- 
dodendrons which bloom in mid- 
when all of nearby Asheville 
comes up for the Rhododendron 
Festival. Finally you drop down to 
the valley and take Highway 70 
into Asheville, your stop for the 
next two nights—a total of 142 
miles for the day. Eventually, the 
parkway will by-pass Asheville and 
go on 82 miles to Great Smoky 
Mountains National Park. For

dinner, go to Grove Park Inn, 
typical of Asheville, with its mas- 
sive stone fireplaces 50 feet wide. 
Fifth day 

Asheville, a city of 85,000, is sur- 
rounded by 900,000 acres of na- 
tional forest, and has more ac- 
commodations for tourists than 
any other city along your route. 
Downtown, there are concerts in 
the municipal auditorium, which 
houses the Mountain Dance and 
Folk Festival the first week in 
August; in the outskirts, there are 
four 18-hole golf courses ($1 to 
$1.50 per day). The Thomas 
Wolfe home, shrine to a writer 
who pilloried his native city but 
was forgiven because of the fame 
Look Homeward, Angel brought to 
him, is in the middle of the city 
(admission 50 cents). O’Henry’s 
grave is in Riverside Cemetery. 
But the biggest attraction in this 
town, center of ““The Land of the 
Sky,” is the Biltmore estate, es- 
tablished by George W. Vander- 
bilt in 1895. A domain of 12,000 


acres (once 100,000 until much of 


it was given to the government) 
serves as evidence of what scien- 
tific forestry can do. Here the first 
forestry work in America was car- 
ried on by such pioneers as Gif- 
ford Pinchot. Towering pine and 
spruce overhang green meadows 
where deer feed peacefully; moun- 
tain flowers line the roads. In the 
center of the estate is Biltmore 
House, a massive French Renais- 
sance chateau filled with art treas- 
ures—a relic of the era when mil- 
lionaires had money to. burn. 
Down the road a little is a dairy 
farm, with a “Teen-Age’’ shed 
where children can pet the tiniest 
calves or walk a short distance to 
watch scores of cows being milked. 
The admission fee is $2.45, and 
you can profitably spend half a day 
driving or walking through Bilt- 


more. At Biltmore Industries, off 


the estate and near Grove Park 
Inn, you can watch the making 
of hand-woven homespun cloth. 
This is the offshoot of a little in- 
dustrial school founded 50 years 
ago by Mrs. Vanderbilt to help the 
mountain boys and girls. It is now 
the largest homespun industry in 
the world. Downtown you'll find 
Southern Handicrafts, Inc., a non- 
profit, Rockefeller-sponsored proj- 
ect; and at Stuart Nye’s, on High- 
way 74, famous dogwood jewelry. 
a 
| = can picnic in half a dozen 
areas within 15 miles of Asheville, 
or perhaps drive out 26 miles on 
Route 74 to Chimney Rock, a 
natural tower 315 feet high served 
by an elevator, with a sweeping 
view of Lake Lure. This costs $2 
for adults, $1 for children. Lake 
Lure, with half a dozen inns, is 
just beyond. The Bottomless Pools 
nearby (25 cents) are a series of 
potholes in the solid rock of Pool 
Creek. Local legend has it that the 
Ku Klux Klan, during the Recon- 
struction days, buried many of its 
victims in these holes, which range 
from 90 to 200 feet in depth. In the

high. It’s inspiring country, which 
may explain why most major re- 
ligious denominations have sum- 
mer encampments near Asheville, 
with comfortable hotels and cot- 
tages for those attending—the 
Southern Presbyterian Church at 
Montreat; the Southern Baptists 
at Ridgecrest; and the Methodists 
at Lake Junaluska. Inside Ashe- 
ville itself, you can drive to the 
top of Beaucatcher Mountain, 
named because it’s a favorite tryst- 
ing place for courting couples. 


Sixth day 


The road from Asheville to 
Hendersonville leads down through 
broken mountain country and into 
“The Dancingest Town in Ameri- 
ca.’ At Hendersonville, there’s a 
square dance on the main street 
every Saturday night, with visitors 
from 150 miles around. At Brevard, 
21 miles farther, you’re in the Pis- 
gah Forest again and close to 
Caesar’s Head, a weird rock for- 
mation on U.S. 276 just over the 
line in South Carolina. The rock 
resembles the head of Julius Caesar. 
This is the waterfall and rock 
country, with Toxaway Falls drop- 
ping over a cliff just below the 
highway, Whiteside Mountain ris- 
ing 1,800 feet in a sloping preci- 
pice which glitters like a mirror 
after a rain, and Bridal Veil Falls, 
just beyond Cashiers, leaping out 
over the road itself.

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Dam and Village, driving on your- 
self through the Nantahala Gorge, 
so deep that the sun shines there 
only at noonday. At Topton, turn 
left on U. S. 129 to Robbinsville, 
and take a graveled Forest Service 
road (inquire locally) to the Joyce 
Kilmer Forest. En route, you'll 
pass Snowbird Mountain Lodge, 
a secluded hostelry in the heart of 
the forest. The Joyce Kilmer Forest 
is a short distance beyond—3,800 
acres of giant poplars and hem- 
locks, named for the poet who 
wrote “Trees.” A pathway leads 
through this cool wilderness re- 
treat, and a plaque at the entrance 
repeats the words of Kilmer’s 
poem. Rejoin U.S. 129 at San- 
teetlah Dam, and then turn right 
just before the highway reaches 
Deal’s Gap and the Tennessee 
boundary. It’s 10 miles to Fontana 
Village, the biggest recreation de- 
velopment in the Southern moun- 
tains. You've traveled 200 miles. 


Seventh day 


Fontana itself, if you have the 
time, is worth a full day—or more. 
Here 1,200 guests sleep in 
275 houses and cottages, and the 
bellhops and chambermaids use 
autos to do their chores. It’s a 
complete village, with cafeteria, 
coffee shop, individual cooking 
facilities in most cabins, run by 
Government Services, Inc., as a 
nonprofit operation which attracts 
a million visitors a year. Fontana 
was a T.V.A. town when Fontana 
Dam, fourth largest in the world, 
was being built. Now it’s a fabu- 
lous place for family vacations. 
You can rent a cottage from $5.50 
to $13 per day for 2 to 4 persons, 
and from $33 to $78 a week, with 
the rate decreasing each additional 
week you and vour family stay on. 
You can ride horseback at $1.50 
an hour, make pack trips into 
Great Smoky Mountains National 
Park nearby; fish for bass and 
bream, renting a boat for $2 to 
$3.25 a day; or go on a “package” 
bear hunt after October 15 for 
$22.50 a day, including guides. 
There’s dancing, card playing, 
naturalist service, and a series of 
three scheduled motor tours 
through the Smokies for $10 per 
person; through the Waterfall 
Country for $12 each; and to the 
Kilmer Forest for $4. And, of 
course, there’s Fontana Dam, 480 
feet high, forming a lake 400 feet 
deep. Many travelers use Fontana 
as their base for visiting the Smok- 
ies; it’s an alternate to Gatlinburg, 
which lies closer to the high peaks, 
and which you'll reach before the 
end of the day. You leave Fontana 
over the same route you entered, 
backtracking along U.S. 19, pass- 
ing through Bryson City and reach- 
ing the park entrance at Cherokee, 
an Indian reservation. Beginning

Little things, like a 
bracket on side of washer to hold 
lid, save steps (see picture) 

Find out, too, how much the 
washer holds. The average washer 
accommodates 7 to 9 pounds of 
clothes in 16 to 20 gallons of 
water. If you do_ extra-large 
batches of clothes, you may want 
a big washer holding 10 pounds. 

If you wash out small batches 
sometimes, you my be interested 
in one washer that has a portable 
insert tub, holding three gallons of 
water, which fits inside the wash- 
er’s tub. The insert is aluminum, 
and may be placed on your range 
to make starch, sterilize or dye 
clothes.

Your youngster can 
have cancer! 


Cancer ranks fourth as a cause of death 


among children, surpassing even polio. 


Here’s how to watch out for it. 


By Edmee B. Nash 


L there any chance that if the doctor gives 
your boy or girl a real physical examination 
he might discover cancer? You have prob- 
ably always thought of cancer as an adult 
affliction, yet actually it kills more youngsters 
from 5 to 9 than any other disease. Some 
youthful cancers are discovered only after ex- 
haustive tests to determine the cause of some 
baffling, chronic ailment. Others are noted in 
routine examinations of supposedly healthy 
youngsters. 

Since 1930, when cancer was not even 
listed among the first 10 causes of childhood 
deaths, it has steadily overtaken the infec- 
tious diseases as a killer of young people un- 
der 20. Deaths from pneumonia, tubercu- 
losis, measles, diphtheria, scarlet fever have 
been greatly reduced since 1930 by im- 
munizations and new drugs. More accurate 
diagnosis of cancer in the very young and 
the recent recognition of leukemia as a form 
of cancer more children’s 
deaths to be attributed to cancer. 

Only accidents, the diseases of early in- 
fancy, and, in later adolescence, tuberculo- 
sis, kill more youngsters than does cancer. 

You may be able to forestall traffic acci- 
dents by teaching Johnny and Mary to cross 
the street carefully. You may be able to help 
them escape contagious diseases by means 
of shots and avoidance of crowded places 
during epidemics. But you can’t prevent can- 
cer. All you can do is watch for its symptoms.

It’s a fifty-fifty chance that if a youngster 
should develop some form of cancer it will 
be leukemia. A cancer of the bone marrow 
which prevents normal blood formation, 
leukemia in its early stage may be mistaken 
for anemia. 

When Marilyn Ames’ grandfather, a 
country doctor, noticed a month ago that 
his 4-year-old granddaughter seemed ab- 
normally pale after recovering from the 
measles, he took a blood count. It alarmed 
him. He immediately consulted a nearby 
pediatrician. The pediatrician sent Marilyn 
to a children’s hospital for treatment of 
leukemia. Luckily for her, her illness was 
diagnosed correctly before she developed ad- 
ditional symptoms of fatigue and loss of 
appetite. 


Marilyn is responding to aminopterin, a 
drug discovered little more than two years 
ago by two Boston doctors. Without aminop- 
terin, little leukemia patients usually die 
within two or three months. Since the drug 
is so new, it’s too early to judge whether its 
benefits are permanent or only temporary. 
Up until a few months ago, aminopterin had 
to be administered by injections, but now it 
can be given by mouth 

Marilyn’s case bears out a theory that 
leukemia often follows an infectious disease. 
After several weeks of intensive treatment in 
the hospital, she probably will be able to re- 


turn home, feeling as well as a normal child. 

Ellen Harper’s chances are more favor- 
able than those of Marilyn, although she 
did not enter the’same hospital for surgery 
until the symptoms of her brain cancer were 
well advanced. Eight months before her 
operation, Ellen, now 10, began to complain 
of intermittent headaches. Then the head- 
aches suddenly became much worse and 
she was seized with sev attacks of nausea 
and vomiting. When she arrived at the hos- 
pital a few days later, she could not walk 
without staggering, tilted her head to one 
side, and, when not roused, seemed to be 
half asleep. Thus far the operation is a suc- 
cess, although several years must pass before 
doctors can be fairly sure there will be no re- 
currence of cancer. A recent examination, 
eight months after the operation, shows she 
is in no way retarded and she is as active in 
play as her older brother. 

Susan Weber had a lucky break 
can call an early, unexpected cancer diag- 
nosis luck.

final routine checkup. To the surprise of the 
young doctor, who had examined Susan 
within the past year, he felt a large, hard, 
movable mass in the left side of her ab- 
domen. He at once referred her to a special- 
ist in a nearby city. There X-rays revealed 
cancer of the kidney, a type that makes its 
appearance in the preschool years, and 
which, like all cancers, must be removed 
early to forestall death. 


A tumor the size of a small grapefruit was 
removed from Susan’s abdomen with the 
diseased kidney, six years ago. Susan’s par- 
ents are keeping in touch with the hospital 
and bring her back periodically for examina- 
tions. At 8, she is a normal, healthy child 
whose cancer operation can safely be count- 
ed as successful. 

Tommy Carter’s operation seems to be 
successful, too, in that he has had no recur- 
rence of cancer. But the operation which 
saved his life cost him one leg. Tom, who is 
16, developed a type of bone cancer that 
sometimes strikes older boys. Perhaps they 
are more prone to injure themselves severely 
than girls or little children. Several months 
before his cancer was discovered, he did tell 
his mother he had been hit in the leg with a 
baseball bat. The upper portion of his leg 
was noticeably swollen. When it subsided, 
Mrs. Carter assumed he was all right. But in 
two or three months a lump had formed in 
the same area and seemed to be getting larg- 
er. When Tom complained that it was ten- 
der, and ached when he ran, his mother 
became alarmed, even though he seemed

be done. Knowledge of masonry 
dates to a hobby-built fishpond in 
the yard of the old home. 

The Hoff women long ago 
learned colors by using them in 
home ceramics, fabric painting, 
and general hobby experimenta- 
tion. For the new bathroom, they 
chose hues to blend with the moun- 
tainside view through the big win- 
dow—peach and dubonnet, cap- 
turing the desert sunrise. 

When work started on the house, 
June 1, 1948, the temperature was 
108. Two to six Hoffs worked from 
5:30 a.m. to 4 in the afternoon, 
and often nightwork was added. 
Sometimes technical help came 
from one or two friends. All these 
folk often huddled in the shade to 
talk out a construction problem, 
and to absorb incredible quanti- 
ties of ice water and fruit juice 
Original daily budget of liquids 
was 6 gallons, but had to be 
doubled; August temperatures 
there in Phoenix sometimes flirt 
unashamed with 120 degrees.

After the leveling and digging, 
the garage was constructed first- 
as a place to lock up lumber and 
tools.

Their hobbies built a home 


The Holts believe that anything once learned comes in handy some- 
place, sometime. They bought a welding outfit back in 1944, found 
it and knowing how to use it handy when they built four years later 


$10 a foot. Their own detailed cost 
sheets for the job show that the 
Hoff family saved $5,054.05 by 
doing most of the work themselves— 
and this takes no recognition of the 
limitless satisfaction, the “heart 
values” which their hands alone 
could build in. 


W. achieved family happi- 
ness,’ Fern, the mother, says, “by 
deliberately and studiously plan- 
ning for it, then applying the plan 
consciously almost every hour of 
the day and night. After 24 years, 
I still see no other method as 
good.” 

Much of the plan she wrote 
down, with Amos helping. This, 
they feel, helped simplify their 
thinking and served as a constant 
guide. 

One day in 1926, people in the 
beautiful library at Northwestern 
University, near which the young 
Hoffs were then living, saw a 
young mother enter. She carried a 
baby on her hip, papoose style, 
thus having one hand free to select 
books; and she walked home 
double laden. Her volumes all 
dealt with child care and training, 
getting along with a husband, the 
psychology of the home. Thus Fern 
Hoff, reared as a farm girl, oper- 
ated now as a young scholar’s wife. 


Amos was the son of a minister and 
educator, who had reared him in 
idealism as high as Fern’s. 

Their children were carried, not 
sent, to zoos, museums, art ex- 
hibits, fairs. The family encyclo- 
pedia stays in the dining room to 
bolster dinner conversation. The 
parents cultivate the friendship of 
their children’s schoolteachers and 
work with them constantly, bring- 
ing them into the home for dinners 
and teas. The Hoff youngsters have 
personal acquaintance with many 
statesmen and public officehold- 
ers, because the parents knew this 
would stimulate an interest in 
government. Newscasts are stud- 
ied, analyzed. Race prejudice is 
unknown in this home, partly be- 
cause even the first dolls included 
‘foreigners,’ and because children 
of other colors have been included 
in the family friends. 


Rew hike and climb moun- 
tains with the youngsters; at age 
2% Lucille had climbed Mt. Pis- 
gah in North Carolina. Dad and 
the kids learned to make plaster 
casts of animal tracks found on 
hikes. Once they brought home a 
collection of live snakes. These 
promptly escaped from their box 
under the house. By collusion, 
Mom was never told. 
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As a little fellow, each Hoff was 
taken on a friendly visit to a den- 
tist, who “‘allowed”’ the guest to sit 
in his big chair, play with the drill 
and shiny instruments, and who 
incidentally looked into mouths. 
Always after, a call at the dentist's 
was a treat, not a torture. Yet most 
of us parents never think to apply 
such simple psychologies, which 
build a deep, unspoken love, a 
bond, a loyalty. This showed in a 
big way when the time came to 
build a mountain home, for the 
children worked with eagerness, 
and much of it was hard physical 
toil. 

From the toddler stage on, the 
Hoff kids had hobbies. If you enter 
their home tonight, you are likely 
to get the same impression you 
got when the curtain went up on 
that great comedy, You Can't Take

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Dogs, like people, can catch cold from wet feet—and they can't wear rubbers

Do dogs catch colds? Mine coughs 
and sneezes, has watery eyes and all 
the other symptoms of a cold.

Yes, dogs get colds, but there are 
a few things you can do to help 
protect them. Wipe your pet's feet 
and legs dry when he comes into 
the house. This not only protects 
him against chills and colds (not 
to mention pneumonia and dis- 
temper), but also saves rugs and 
furniture from being soiled. Also 
have your dog sleep up off the floor, 
out of a draft. 

My Boston Bull makes lunges at 
other dogs. If T turn him loose from 
his leash and let him get his licking, 
will it cure him?—R. C. H., Dela- 
ware, 

Letting your dog get a beating 
or two from other dogs will not 
cure a Bull Terrier’s desire to fight. 
Bostons have courage and aggres- 
siveness far beyond their diminu- 
tive size and fighting power. Yours 
will only get injured or killed if you 
let him go. If there’s a cure for 
the Boston’s fighting instinct, I’ve 
yet to hear of it. 


My dog has the disgusting habit 
of eating his stool when my back is 
turned, What can I do to stop him? 

Mrs. S. C., Ohio. 

Your dog’s diet is deficient in 
certain minerals. Cut down on the 
amount of food a little; add 4% 
teaspoon of powdered calcium 
gluconate, half an ordinary drink- 
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ing glass of tomato juice, and a 
pinch of iodized salt to his daily 
food dish. 


My 8-year-old dog MISSES blood 
in her urine. Is this Focal — 
A. R. B., South Dakota. 

Nine times out of 10, blood in 
the urine means bladder stones— 
rather common in aged animals. 
Ihe condition is very painful, will 
cause the dog to withhold her urine 
as the pain gets more acute. Take 
her to a veterinarian. 


Is it all right to feed my doga slice 
of bread or two each day?—L. S., 
Pennsylvania. 

If your dog is healthy and eats 
well, I see no objection to adding 
a litde bread to his diet. But a little 
bread goes a long way. An over- 
supply of carbohydrate (starch) 
will make your dog fat—and short- 
en his life span.

Take your dog to a veterinar- 
ian. Distemper symptoms are often 
so sly and slight that even an expert 
has difficulty detecting them. 


My dog is intelligent but spoiled. 
Recently she became very antago- 
nistic toward children. Could it be 
jealousy, and what should I do? 
Mrs. J. EB. M.. West Virginia. 

Your dog has either been teased 
by a child or she is irritable and 
jealous because she’s been pam- 
pered and fussed over too much 
Keep a small pan of water handy. 
Right when she’s growling or snap- 
ping, let her have it, full in the face 
A good scolding and finger-shak- 
ing will help make the lesson sink 
in. 


Our deg is a good traveler, but 
when we leave him alone in the car 
he goes wild, barks and howls until 
he’s hoarse.—D. M.. Illinois. 

Your dog has one of those 
hysterical desertion complexes, 
common among spoiled pets. It’s 
up to you to prove you'll always 
return. Leave the dog in the car; 
then return in 30 seconds. Do this 
10 times the first day. Next day, 
stretch these leaves to 1 minute 
Next day, to 2 minutes—and so on 
In a week, leave the dog for in- 
tervals of 5 minutes. Babied dogs 
are usually hard to deal with, but 
with patient training, you will 
succeed.

Garden clinic 


Save tool dollars now 


I'm rather new at gardening, and I 
didn’t know until recently that garden 
tools should have special treatment for 
winte,. I would appreciate information 
on what I should do with my tools. 

T. R. M., Wisconsin 


Use emery cloth (above) or wire 
brush, and scour metal parts of 
your tools vigorously to chase rust 
quickly. A few minutes spent now 
in: scouring rust from metal can 
save dollars by stretching tool life 
for. years. Remember that rust 
silently slips in the most killing 
blows over winter when garden 
tools aren’t being used. 


Make metal smooth and shining 
on all the working parts of your 
garden tools. Then use an old cloth 
to apply old crankcase oil (above) 
or grease on the polished surfaces. 
Your tools are then ready to store 
without fear that winter idleness 
will rust them away. The finish on 
the wood handles of spades and 
other tools can be preserved by ap- 
plying floor wax and _ polishing. 
Then hang all tools with wood 
handles down for the winter. You 
will be well repaid.

{= big mistakes in gardening aren’t use of the wrong 
plant food, or planting too deep, or making a bad choice 
in insecticides. Those are all details, easily learned and 
easily corrected. 

The real errors come in selecting the wrong plants for 
your home, and putting them in places where they never 
should go. Below you'll find 12 of the most common plant- 
ing mistakes of this type. Don’t look at each picture as a 
special case that doesn’t apply to you. And don’t be con- 
cerned if the names of plant types aren’t given; they were 
purposely omitted in most cases. The principles involved 
are the important thing. If you learn them, you'll do a 
better job of making your own garden more attractive 
and easier to care for. 


The mistake: 


Overuse of one plant material is Mistake No. 1. In the 
house above, it’s a case of too many evergreens. In other 
homes, it can be too many peonies or iris, or excessive use 
of spirea for foundations and hedges. Americans suffer 
from occasional fads in gardening materials; we have had 
overdoses of rock gardens, pools, canna beds, hollyhocks. 
But too much of anything is monotonous, like a steady 
diet of cake. 


A better way 


It’s better to diversify your plantings, as above. Ever- 
greens are still used here, but not in excessive quantities. 
Deciduous shrubs give variety, and so does the vine on the 
chimney. In your planting, use evergreens, some shrubs, 
small trees, possibly polyantha roses. You want to at- 
tract attention to your home, and not to the planting 
itself. 

Follow the same principles in your borders. Group 
plants in bold color masses—yes—but grow other flowers 
and plants between those masses. Monotony is a sure way 
to destroy the effectiveness of any garden.

The 12 most common planting mistakes 


Begins on page 150 


This is a case of planting that not only overpowers the 
house (Mistake No. 4), but also hides most of its good 
points (Mistake No. 5). The two mistakes often go to- 
gether, but not always. 

When these shrubs and trees were put in, they probably 
gave anexcellent appearance. Even the big spruce that now 
hides the chimney was once a small, pretty tree. But trees 
grow, and these have got so far out of hand that it would 
take almost a jungle expedition to discover what an at- 
tractive house they hide. 

Another common instance of planting that hides good 
points of a house is the picture window hidden behind 
overgrown shrubs. Sometimes the fault lies in not enough 
use of the pruning shears, sometimes in picking plants 
which grow far too large for use under a window. 

There’s nothing wrong with any of the trees and shrubs 
shown in the drawing. Any one of them would be good in 
a different location. But every planting should be in scale 
with the surroundings, and these very definitely are not 
in the right place.

Here the towering spruce has been removed to reveal a 
handsome chimney, now accented by vines instead of hid- 
den. Other shrubs are removed or pruned back to bring 
them in scale with the house. The pleasant front terrace 
is no longer a woodland glen; shrubs now accent instead 
of completely hide it. 

When making any planting, whether by a house or in 
your garden, consider future growth; and select shrubs 
and trees which won't grow higher than you want them, 
or which can be kept in bounds by pruning. Seed cata- 
logs or your nurseryman will tell you the ultimate height 
of any plant. Even after you have selected suitable plants, 
don’t put them where they will hide the good points of 
your house. There are few “bad” plants—it’s usually a 
case of a good plant in a bad location.

Short cut for darning. Invest 
60 cents in a 2-inch-size weave-it 
and 5 cents in 2 skeins of embroid- 
ery floss, and’ you’ll discover you 
can make two “ready-made darns” 
from one skein, mend 1 pair of 
socks at a cost of 21% cents. This is 
an idea developed by Mrs. Irving 
Green, Denver, whose overflowing 
mending basket forced her toasolu- 
tion. Mrs. Green weaves these 
ready-made darns in her spare 
time, using different types of thread 
and different colors. When a hole 
or thin spot develops, ‘Mrs. Green 
simply whips a darn of the right 
color in place. 

She uses embroidery floss (a 12- 
ply strand) for socks, undershirts, 
and baby things. She uses fine wool 
for sweater elbows, scarves, and 
mittens; and perlene embroidery 
thread for old tablecloths, towels, 
place mats. 


Make a 6x5-inch needle book. 
Make outside of chintz, calico, or 
ribbon, inside of soft wool or flan- 
nel. Turn the edges in, or bind with 
ribbon or bias tape, or cut with 
pinking shears. Thread several 
needles. Put the thread ends to- 
gether. Wind them around your 
finger. Place the needle over the 
loop of thread to hold it in place. 
Keep this book at hand—in the 
dresser drawer, in the mending 
basket, at the ironing board—for 
the needed quick stitches. 


Snappy. To sew snaps on more 
quickly, put 4 to 6 strands of thread 
through a large-eyed needle. Saves 
stitches.

ai going home and surprise my family.” 

So said a mother leaving a meeting where we had dis- 
cussed the need of growing boys and girls for praise, and the 
good effects which praise produces. Mothers and fathers 
around her laughed self-consciously. All of them knew they 
could improve their way of handling their boys and girls. 

The authors recently questioned 500 parents and as many 
boys and girls. We asked the fathers and mothers, ““When 
did you last praise a child of yours? For what? What effect 
did it have?”” We asked the youngsters when they were last 
praised, for what, and what it meant to them. 

The replies showed that, as an ounce of prevention, 
praise is worth pounds of punishment. It makes for happy 
families. And happy families have few problems. 

A 13-year-old girl told of getting up early and doing all 
the dishes the morning after her parents had had a party. 
“They said how much they liked it. It made me feel good 
and want to do it again.” 


One mother described how praise affected her 5-year-old 
son. ““He beamed from ear to ear. The next day, without 
being asked, he put every toy away.” 

The mother of a 10-year-old boy convalescing from infan- 
tile paralysis had been advised by the doctor that it was 
time for her son to start doing things. She asked him to wipe 
off some books which he could reach from his wheel chair. 
At first the boy said, ‘‘No!” and then cried, but finally 
started. His mother reported: 

“‘He was so tense, so slow and awkward! It was all I could 
do to keep myself from taking over. But I went into the 
kitchen. When I came back he had done only one shelf, but 
he had done it thoroughly. I praised him [ Turn to next page

“I find praising helps quite a bit. I’d been 
trying to teach my 7- and 9-year-old girls 
manners. When they forgot their manners, 
I'd scold them and it didn’t help. But prais- 
ing goes a long way to help them remember.” 


“I praised my 9-year-old daughter yesterday 
for voluntarily taking care of her younger 
brother and sister for an hour in the after- 
noon. Now she’s bursting with pride because 
she did the job well, and is convinced she’s a 
baby sitter.” 


*Yesterday, I told my 10-year-old son how 
proud I was of him for buying me pansies 
with his birthday money. Now he wants to 
buy some for his grandmother, too. A little 
praise works wonders with him.

“I asked my son if he had any thoughts 
about my praising or not praising him and 
his brother and sisters. He said, "You do it 
enough—you don’t go overboard, though. 
It’s more in the tone of your voice and al-

“T praised my 11-year-old girl last Saturday 
for cleaning and straightening her bookcase 
out so nicely. Now she’s trying to keep it in 
order, which she never did before.” 


“My 12-year-old girl baked a cake yester- 
day, and I complimented her on it. She wants 
to bake one every week (which is all right 
with me, because her cake was better than 
mine).” 


**Today my 16-year-old boy polished the car 
and cleaned the windows of his own accord. 
He was so thrilled because I praised his work 
that when he noticed a piece of the up- 
holstery cord binding loose, he started to fix 
it immediately.” 


“I was praised last Monday by my parents 
because I had combed my hair so neatly for 
about the first time. The praise made me 
look in the mirror to see how good it really 
looked, and now I do it better every time.” 


“Just the other day my mother and father 
praised me. I washed and wiped the dishes 
without them telling me to. Now I don’t 
mind doing dishes. It really isn’t hard.” 


“One day two weeks ago I hadn’t set my 
hair, and my father said it looked so nice 
that way. I felt pleased. That was the first 
time my father had ever noticed my hair.”

, = own reactions to praise are 
probably very much like those of 
the next generation. Praise gives 
most people a glow of well-being. 
It makes them wish to please the 
praiser, and to do the same thing 
over again, even better. It affects 
all ages alike. 

But praise is particularly valua- 
ble to youngsters. They need 
evidence that they are loved. They 
need to be sure of their place in the 
family, to feel that they can be of 
help. 

Older boys and girls, especially, 
profit from praise. The teen-ager is 
struggling to be somebody in his 
own right. He wants to show what 
he can do. At the same time, he is 
faced with so much that is new and 
strange that he feels timid. When 
you praise a teen-ager, you help 
him develop independence and at 
the same time assure him that his 
independence doesn’t mean _ the 
loss of your love. 


= 
| # may agree with all this and 
still not praise your youngster 
enough. Many parents fasten their 
eyes on what they want their child 
to be. They see and point out his 
present shortcomings and 
the incredible progress which he has 
made. Your youngster isn’t a mind 
reader. If all he hears is criticism, 
he begins to believe that he is un- 
wanted, a nuisance. He thinks him- 
self inadequate in the face of all the 
things he must learn and do. A 
word of praise now means more to 
him than the plaudits of the world 
will in 1970. 

Cultivate the habit of praising. 


forget 


The first step is to notice and 
praise little things that you like. 
Look for and praise effort and prog- 
ress as well as accomplishment. 
This isn’t easy. Most of us have a 
natural tendency to and 
criticize what other people do 
wrong and ignore what they do 
right. We praise only the exception- 
al. We forget that praise for doing 
small things well gives a youngster 
the ambition and the courage to 
try bigger things. 

Praise, to be effective, must be 
sincere. Youngsters are rarely 
fooled by insincerity. 


notice 


praise is also inef- 
fective. A junior-high-school girl 
ran home to show her dad her re- 
port card. He was cutting the grass 
and thinking about the bare spots 
in the lawn. His response was so 
casual that his daughter said, “But 
you don’t understand. I got an A 
in English II from Miss Tynes.”’ 
Only then did her dad stop and 
show that he knew what an 
achievement it was to get an A 
from that particular teacher 

A little thought will reveal 
countless opportunities for sincere 
praise. The 500 parents and 500 
students reported more than a 
thousand examples of what parents 
have praised and what effects the 
praise had. It is surprising how at- 
tractive unpleasant tasks can ap- 
pear to youngsters when they have 
been praised for doing them. The 
accounts tell of being praised for 
washing the ring off the tub, pick- 
ing up clothes, practicing music 
lessons, and weeding the garden. 
Most are like the boy who wrote, 
“IT washed the kitchen floor Satur- 
day. Mother said much it 
helped. I'm going to do it every 
Saturday.” 

Many of the youngsters told of 
being praised for good manners at 
home and good marks in school,

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How to be handy with 
a hack saw 


EF. hard cutting, your No. 1 tool is the hack saw. Start 
to repair a child’s wagon, weatherstrip the front door, 
or get out a rusted bolt, and soon you need a hack saw to 
cut iron, brass, lead, rope, or plastic. 

You can get a hack saw for 80 cents, or you can pay up 
to $3 for the best, of heat-treated spring steel. 

Get one adjustable for the three standard blade lengths 
—8, 10, and 12 inches—and one with two blade positions 
so you can cut up or down, right or left. Look for a 
pistol-grip handle; it’s easier to control and less tiring 
to use. In the long run, you’ll find it worthwhile to get 
one with chromium plating to eliminate rust. 

To cut anything and be brighter than a lot of people 
are about it, always put the blade in the frame with the 
teeth pointing away from the handle. 

Tighten the wing-nut adjustment until the blade is 
rigid in the frame. Insufficient tension will let the blade 
twist, bend, jam, cut crooked, and break. Too much ten- 
sion will break the blade at end holes. 


The photographs that follow show how to start a cut 
and keep it going. As your blade grows duller, increase 
pressure to keep it cutting rather than rubbing. 

You don’t have to oil the blade, but don’t make more 
than 40 or 50 strokes a minute. If you work too fast, you 
may generate heat enough to draw the temper out of the 
blade and ruin it. The harder the metal, the slower you 
should make your stroke. 

Hack saws won't cut the hardest of tempered steels. Be- 
fore you ruin a blade, if you think the metal may be too 
hard, test it with the very front or rear teeth. 

If you break a blade and have to finish a cut with a 
new blade, don’t insert the new blade in the old cut. Turn 
the metal over and start a new cut that will come out 
through the old one. New blades cut a wider slot than old 
ones; hence new blades in old slots will jam, may break. 


How to saw. After a cut is started, saw with both hands. Bear down 

enough to keep saw cutting. Too little pressure lets teeth slide and dulls 

them; too much strips teeth, hastens wear, makes for crooked cuts, may 

break blade. Make stroke steady, straight, long enough to use all the 

teeth. Blade doesn't cut on backstroke; lift it slightly to avoid dulling

with a Hack Saw

To start a cut accurately, nick the 
surface to be cut with a file, then 
start the blade in the nick. Or use 
your thumb to guide blade until it's 
cutting where you want it. Bear down 
enough so saw bites into metal im- 
mediately. The teeth are dulled by 
riding over the metal without cutting 


Wrong. Don't start a cut on a sharp 
or narrow edge of metal. You'll have 
too few teeth in contact with metal, 
may strip them off. So never mount a 
flat metal strip vertically in your 
vise and start sawing straight across 
the thinnest part as pictured above; 
it is one sure way to ruin the blade 


Right. Instead, start with the blade 
at a slight angle to a flat surface. 
Continue to cut slantwise across the 
flat of the metal. That lets more saw 
teeth engage the metal, and makes it 
easier to follow a straight line. And 
you won't ruin the blade of the saw

your son by expressing no surprise 
at his choice of reading, and offer- 
ing him all the good and well-writ- 
ten information he needs. 

Don’t forget that you are teach- 
ing sex daily, whether you mean to 
or not, by your own attitude toward 
it, by the way you treat your mate, 
by the place love has in your life. 
Your own good adjustment will 
help your boy to understand and 
like girls, your girl to evaluate and 
like boys. 


Finally, remember that chaper- 
onage is still your job. “Ridicu- 
lous!” you say, “‘the chaperon 
went out with the dodo.”’ I know. 
But your ingenuity will find you 
substitutes. Plan group activities; 
open your home to the teen-agers 
Leave them alone for their parties, 
but be present somewhere in the 
house. Know where your children 
are and when they come home. 

Next to the problem of sex, lack 
of self-confidence most troubles 
the teen-ager. Remember, he is 
doing everything for the first time. 
This is his first job, his first girl, his 
first big responsibility. It is not sur- 
prising that out of 100 adolescents 
polled in a recent discussion group, 
all but 11 said they were “‘too self- 
conscious,” “too afraid to do 
things,”’ “‘too worried about other 
people’s opinions.” ‘“‘How can you 
get over being afraid?” they asked 
anxiously. ““How can you learn to 
feel confident? How can you take 
responsibility?” 


The answer is simple. Confidence 
is founded on experience and 
achievement. Don’t tell your boy 
or girl to act as though he couldn’t 
fail—when he knows full well that 
he can. Teach him instead the 
skills on which people build genuine 
self-confidence. Teach him to be 
like other people in little things—in 
grooming, in courtesy and small 
talk. Teach him, by respecting his 
individuality and letting him 
make his own decisions as early as 
possible, to be unlike them when 
need be. Above all, teach him not 
to be afraid of fear. Let him know 
that successful people do not al- 
ways feel successful. On the con- 
trary, they are often frightened 
and disheartened. They differ from 
failures mainly in this—they go 
ahead anyhow, despite fear. 


‘toms self-confidence based on 
achievement will help to dispel his 
need of rebellion. He has a need. 
The teen-ager is troubled by his 
longing to be adult and independ- 
ent. But how can he rebel if he 
does not rebel against the estab- 
lished order? What is there to fight 
against except the status quo? His 
idols are those who behave hero- 
ically regardless of the conse- 
quences.

“But the other 
kids do it!” 


You, like all parents, face this problem 


—how to let your youngster follow the 


crowd without sacrificing his ideals 


By Helen Reeder Cross 


Are you tired of having the habits 
and tastes of your boy or girl dic- 
tated by the crowd? You're not 
alone. Thousands of parents the 
world over are suffering this prob- 
lem with you. 

Any attempt to wipe out your 
youngster’s urge to conform to the 
law of the others would be futile. 
Where, how, why, or with whom 
the accepted juvenile pattern be- 
gins would require a Dick Tracy to 
discover. But from the moment 


Jinny and John enter school until 


complete maturity has been reached 
there is no more potent influence 
upon them than the influence of 
others. 

To be one of the gang, to do just 


as ‘“‘the others” do, ‘to suffer fear of 


being conspicuous is part of the 
process of finding a place in a 
social group beyond that of the 
family unit. It is one way in which 


Jinny and John first express their 


groping desire for independence 
from you. 

his is hard for you to take. You 
can remember when both children 
were eager to imitate you. Now, 
quite without warning, you find 
yourself displaced by “the others,” 
not all of whom vou feel are worth 
copying. Some of their edicts seem 
dangerous to health. Some clash 
with your way of life. Others, you 
fear, may lead to bad habits, bad 
tastes, and bad attitudes. 


‘ 
Cuties the battle of the leg- 
gings. Your breakfast hour isspoiled 
with bickering until a cough steels 
your determination. Then a tearful 
and resentful Jinny sets out for 
school wearing leggings. The mat- 
ter is settled for another season, but 
both of you are miserable. 

The same scene has been played 
every day at the homes of each of 


Jinny’s playmates, and with the 


same unhappiness. Each child is 
afraid to be the first to be different. 

Or take the battle of the bicycle. 
There John, too young, in your 
judgment, comes home with the 
plea, “But all the others have 
bikes. Why can’t I?” 


These will be only the first of 


many struggles between you and 
the rule of ‘‘the others.”’ There is 


no easy solution, no magic formula 
to be applied to each problem as it 
appears. There are, however, 
several approaches to the question 
of how much to allow your chil- 
dren to follow the herd. 

First, keep a good perspective 
about the things your children 
wish to imitate. There will be 
fleeting fads which both Jinny and 


John will strive to copy. The 


current slang, the untidy dunga- 
rees, and the flying shirttails may 
drive you to distraction. Yet you 
can make yourself turn a deaf ear 
and an unseeing eye. These symp- 
toms of growing up are scarcely 
worth waging a family war about. 
They'll disappear sooner if you 
make no issue of them. 


, may secretly admire him- 
self in his new Sunday suit, but 
nothing short of sheer force could 
induce him to wear it on a Monday 
or a Thursday unless he knows that 
‘the others”? will also be wearing 
ther best. Unless there is a real and 
pressing reason, do not ask your 
children to be needlessly different. 
They will be eternally grateful for 
your understanding. 

Of course, there are sometimes 
real issues of health that require a 
youngster to be different. I know a 
boy who suffered from violent at- 
tacks of asthma whenever the 
weather changed. He always had 
to wear extra sweaters and a 
muffler. He suffered the taunts of 
his playmates, but felt no resent- 
ment toward his parents. His 
mother and father had taken 
special pains to be sure that he 
understood why he had to be 
different. 


Few of us live in a neighborhood 
where everyone has the same back- 
ground, ideals, habits, or religion. 
There are sure to be differences, 
sometimes basic ones, between 
your way of life and that of your 
neighbors. If wisely handled, ex- 
periencing such differences should 
help develop a democratic outlook. 

Still, your children are sure to be 
exposed in the homes of their 
friends to habits, manners, cus- 
toms, and speech that you do not

To forbid your boy or girl to 
copy his pals just courts trouble. 
Peter lived next door to boys whose 
only reading material was comic 
books and lurid magazines. Peter’s 
folks were afraid his reading tastes 
would sink to this level 

They said nothing, but saw to it 
that books by writers like Steven- 
son and Jack London lay con- 
spicuously about their home. His 
father slipped references to adven- 
ture from these into the family 
dinner conversation. It was not 
long before Peter was dipping into 
them for himself. 


Tact your boy or girl may 
seem to have discarded you as a 
model, a child’s imitation of his 
contemporaries is only temporary 
and skin deep. In an emergency 
and at odd moments, he'll surprise 
you by adopting your set of stand- 
ards as a matter of course. Jinny’s 
table manners, though deplorable 
when she lunches with Sally, will 
be different when she is invited out 
to dinner with her grown-up 
cousin. She may proclaim your 
ideas of home decoration to be old- 
fashioned now, but her own home 
will some day reflect the influence 
of your taste. 

The feeling of belonging to a 
family which upholds certain 
standards may be buried under a 
false front, but, secretly, your 
children have a sense of pride in 
your way of life. 


White you foster pride in your 


family’s way of life, encourage 
tolerance toward the ways of other 
families. *“Though this is our fami- 
ly’s way, Sallv’s family’s custom is 
just as right for it.” 

The schools long ago discovered 
that worthwhile activities could be 
popularized by getting youngsters 
interested in them. 

The study of a musical instru- 
ment was once considered “‘sissy”’ 
by boys. Now, in most schools it’s 
“the thing” for John to do. 

You can sometimes borrow this 
technique of popularizing the de- 
sirable. It may entail a conspiracy 
with the teacher. Take Jinny’s 
leggings. Most primary teachers 
would be glad to suggest the tem- 
perature at which all the girls of 
her room should wear leggings. 
There would be no more unhappy 
scenes, for neither Jinny nor her 
friends would dread being dif- 
ferent 

It may be impossible for all 
parents in your neighborhood to 
agree on the age for that first 
bicycle, but chances are you're 
friendly enough with the parents 
of John’s best pal. Together you 
can make some sort of agreement. 
If you agree that John and Ted will 
get bikes at the same time—for a 
specified birthday or for Christmas 

neither boy will protest violently. 


Orner parents are just as dis- 
turbed as you. Sometimes you can 
present a united front to your boys 
and girls. Sometimes an organiza- 
tion can serve as a Clearinghouse. 
Sometimes a telephone conversa- 
tion with other parents can sug- 
gest a policy to be followed.

kind of movies that your neighbor- 
hood theater shows on Saturdays, 
a P. T. A. or church committee 
can approve the sort of pictures 
which youngsters may attend 

rhe granting or withholding of 
privileges to teen-agers causes a lot 
of strain. Often two or three young- 
sters will begin attending dances, 
keeping late hours, and urging 
your children to follow suit long 
before you feel they should. As an 
individual parent you are up 
against a well-oiled machine. But 
a school, church, or P. T. A. policy 
as to the age for attending dances 
and the hours to be kept can 
settle the issue without an uproar. 


There'll be times, of course, 
when you'll wonder, “Why can’t 
my kids be themselves and lead 
‘the others’ some of the time?” 

It is too much to ask. Even the 
most advanced boy or girl feels a 
real need of being identified with 
his age group. Making themselves 
into carbon copies of “the others” 
is an urge all youngsters fee! 

You can help your boy or girl 
through these perplexing years by 
not making an issue of trivial mat- 
ters, by a tolerant attitude toward 
what “the others”? do, and by oc- 
casional compromise and con- 
spiracy with other parents and 
school authorities. All of this takes 
time and effort and patience, but it 
will help you have a_ peaceful 
home and well-adjusted children.

ture part of yours. Try to make his 
pilgrimage into adult life look ex- 
citing to him. Above all, give him 
something to rebel against 

“We teen-agers are more wor- 
ried about the world than it is 
about us,” said a 17-year-old in a 
recent radio forum. They are; and 
they want to help. Give them a 
community crusade to fight for, a 
social injustice to rebel against, and 
they will have no need to assert 
their independence by breaking 
windows and stealing cars. 

If you can help your child to 
rebel against the injustice in the 
world without hurting himself or 
you, you will win his lasting grat- 
itude. For he wants to conform al- 
most as badly as he wants to rebel. 
After his spurts of defiance, he 
longs to creep back into the fold. 
The greatest need of the adoles- 
cent is to know how to rebel within 
the pattern, how to change things 
without destroying them. To this 
end, he will even accept your dis- 
cipline if it is intelligent 

The troubles of the teen-ager are 
very real and often heartbreaking. 
But adolescence is a thrilling time, 
too, and most youngsters get 
through it without casualties. It is 
well that they do, for what troubles 
the teen-ager most of all is that you 
sometimes consider him as a prob- 
lem, not as a friend to enjoy.

the barns in Dixie. Its fairyland 
caverns are a delightful experience 
for children. If bound north, how- 
ever, you cross into Virginia at 
Cumberland Gap, and take U.S. 
58 to Gate City. Fourteen miles 
from Gate City is Natural Tunnel, 
1,557 feet long, wide enough so 
that railroad trains run through it. 
Your route continues to Bristol, a 
city which lies half in Tennessee 
and half in Virginia, and then 
runs up a fertile valley to Wyther- 
ville, in the Jefferson National 
Forest, and on to Bluefield, West 
Virginia, a total distance of 332 
miles. This is the longest day of the 
trip; it can be shortened by elimi- 
nating Cumberland Gap and the 
T.V.A. lakes, turning northeast at 
Newport through Greeneville and 
Johnson City to Bristol for a total 
distance to Bluefield of 240 miles. 
At Pocahontas, nearby, you can 
drive through a complete coal 
mine and see free of charge how 
every process is performed, with- 
out even leaving your car. The 
Hotel West Virginian has a good 
dining room. 


Tenth day 


You’re on the way home now, 
but there’s still a lot to see. You go 
north, through tumbled hills, to 
Grandview State Park, just off 
U.S. 19-21, where you peek down 
into the New River Gorge, wind 
through mountain valleys and past 
primitive homes on U.S. 60—and 
end a leisurely day at White Sul- 
phur Springs.

Now, you parallel the high Al- 
leghenies as you continue north 
through Marlinton and Valley 
Head, dropping down into Elkins 
after 114 easy miles. U.S. 33 takes 
you to Mouth of Seneca, with its 
massive limestone cliffs, and you 
will want to make the 12-mile side 
trip to Spruce Knob, highest point 
in West Virginia, with a road close 
to the summit. Then you follow 
the headwaters of the Potomac 
River up West Virginia 28 past 
Petersburg, turning right on Route 
55 at Moorefield. You cross the 
high backbone of the George 
Washington National Forest, where 
West Virginia 55 becomes Virginia 
55—and ahead of you is the Blue 
Ridge. This time, however, you’re 
looking up at the peaks and travel- 
ing through the valley you once saw 
from above. You’re in Front Royal 
by nightfall, with 254 miles under 
your belt, excluding side trips. 


Twelfth day 


It’s a tossup. You can go north 
to Winchester, east to Frederick, 
Maryland, and its memories of 
Barbara Fritchie, north to Gettys- 
burg and Harrisburg, and ap- 
proach New: York via Philadel- 
phia. Or you may reverse the 
first day’s route through Wash- 
ington and Baltimore. You’re 
home by nightfall.

Valance lightingd—easy on the eves 


Lighting near a window can be a 
big problem. You carefully move a 
sofa or a pair of chairs into place, 
then discover there’s no way to get 
soft room light along that wall. 
Maybe you don’t have enough 
space for lamps. So the sofa or the 
chairs are used only by day—they 
stand like orphans every evening. 

If the story fits you, here’s your 
solution: valance lighting. 

By ‘putting fluorescent tubes in- 
side the valance above the window, 
you get pleasant daylike light 
around your furniture group. You 
can even read by the light of the 
valance. 

Valance lighting sheds a soft 
glow over your draperies and 
makes a dramatic setting for furni- 
ture. Draperies hang behind fluo- 
rescent tubes so they can be pulled 
back and forth; light switch is hid- 
den by draperies.

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The simple truth about Rh blood

many antibodies in her blood system that they begin de- 
stroying the baby’s blood. 

This almost never happens in the case of the first child—unless 
the mother, at some time in the past, received a transfusion 
of Rh positive blood. Usually, there is no Rh difficulty until 
after the second or third child. 

Antibodies are the soldiers in a person’s system. Without 
them a person could offer no resistance to disease or infec- 
tion. But in Rh childbirth cases, the antibodies swap their 
usual role of lifesavers for that of potential death-dealers. 

For then the antibodies attack the baby’s blood as a 
foreign substance. This civil war begins, apparently, when 
some of the baby’s Rh positive blood seeps into the mother’s 
Rh negative blood during pregnancy. The antibodies im- 
mediately are mustered into service by the mother’s blood 
system and they launch their deadly counterattack. 


Small Kitchens Do Double-Duty Ir they manage to destroy too much of the baby’s blood, 
This Easy Shirley Way this may result in what doctors call ‘‘erythroblastosis fetalis.”’ 


In other words, anemia—or lack of blood. 

Thus the “Rh baby’’—a term which has come to be used 
as a synonym for a child suffering from this erythroblastosis 
condition—is not the same as a “‘blue baby.” The blue baby 
is born with a defect in its heart. Because of this defect, the 
blue baby can’t get enough oxygen to all parts of its body 
and the skin turns bluish. An Rh baby isn’t born with any 
physical defect—just the lack of blood. 

It is this lack of blood which may endanger the life of the 
baby. This, plus the fact that the Rh baby’s blood-forming 
organs are working overtime to replace the blood that has 
been destroyed. Unless the blood supply can be replenished, 
these organs literally work themselves to death. 

That’s why a speedy transfusion, within a few hours after

Nevertheless, in exceptional cases, the battle within the 
baby’s blood stream may continue for a few weeks after 
birth. In such instances, the child is apt to become jaun- 
diced; its skin turns yellowish. Such a baby should be sent 
to the hospital for a series of transfusions. After the antibodies 
which the mother transferred to her child are brought under 
control, the baby may be sent home. From then on, the 
child needs no special upbringing—although the doctor 
might prescribe extra doses of iron to help overcome the ini-

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virtually to zero by replacing the 
baby’s blood with blood from a 
normal, healthy woman. Male 
blood, the kind most generally 
available for transfusions, fails to 
save one baby out of five. 

Doctors Diamond and Allen 
don’t know why a woman's blood 
saves more babies than a man’s 
does. They only know that of 87 
babies transfused with blood from 
a woman, only 1 died. 

Perhaps the major importance 
of the discovery of the Rh factor is 
that doctors now can frequently 
tell in advance whether to expect 
trouble in childbirth. 

They can blood-test both mother 
and father. If the doctor lacks the 
equipment to make the Rh tests 
himself, he can mail the blood 
samples to an Rh laboratory. Such 
labs have been set up in hospitals 
in many of the larger cities 
throughout the country. 


Daring the late months of preg- 
nancy, the doctor can determine 
whether the mother is building up 
antibodies at a dangerous rate. If 
so, the doctor can hasten child- 
birth by as much as a month—to 
prevent too much of the baby’s 
blood from being destroyed. 

Meanwhile, medical science is 
working toward a method of at- 
tacking these antibodies. This in- 
volves giving the mother special 
blood injections during pregnancy. 

A fatty extract, which looks a 
little like butter, is prepared from 
Rh positive blood, on hand in the 
blood banks of most hospitals. This 
extract, called Rh hapten, then is 
injected at two-week intervals into 
the mother. The injections usually 
are started after the second month 
of pregnancy, although some re- 
searchers now are beginning the 
series of shots even before preg- 
nancy has occurred. 

The aim is to weaken the lethal 
power of the mother’s antibodies 
and thus to neutralize these poten- 
tial killers. Regular blood tests are 
made to gauge the strength of the 
antibodies and determine the needs 
for further injections as the stork 
nears. 


Rive preliminary results derived 
from use of Rh hapten are encour- 
aging. However, the research work 
has not progressed far enough to 
determine whether Rh hapten is a 
real boon or a false hope. 

One of the reasons Rh has be- 
come medicine’s red herring is be- 
cause most reports have been either 
too pessimistic or too optimistic. Itis 
wise to note, perhaps, that not all 
babies born to parents with Rhcon- 
flicts are going todie. And notall are 
going to be saved by Rh hapten. 

It is wise to note also that, de- 
spite all this essential and im- 
portant activity in the Rh field, 
the chances are 400 to 1 against 
any such difficulties occurring in 
any given case. 

U sually, even if the antibodies 
are detected in the mother during 
pregnancy, nature can be permit- 
ted to take its course. Then, when 
the baby arrives, its blood can be 
checked immediately. If any trans- 
fusions are necessary, they can be 
given within an hour or two 
time enough to bring Junior 
screeching through.

for running errands, and for look- 
ing nice, especially on Sunday. 
Ihe best proof was in accounts 
from older boys and girls of things 
they started on their own. Teen- 
age girls reported rearranging 
furniture, picking bouquets, work- 
ing out a timetable for weekend 
duties, getting a job as baby sitter, 
and making coffee while mother 
was napping.

When we say, “Try praise,” they 
look shocked. 

We do not mean that you should 
never punish a child. But willful 
misbehavior often indicates that a 
child has not been praised enough. 
All children need their share of at- 
tention. They would rather earn at- 
tention by doing right than force it 
by doing wrong. But if they do not 
secure it one way, they will an- 
other. This is one reason why you 
should, as soon as possible after 
punishing, try to find something to 
praise. Then he not only doesn’t 
want to repeat his mistake, he has 
something good he wants to do. 


A 7-year-old twin was still wet- 
ting his bed. A psychologist who was 
consulted advised giving him more 
attention. This worked well for a 
time. Then the twins began read- 
ing. The former bed-wetter did 
well. The other did not learn at all. 
The mother began to center her at- 
tention on the nonreader, to work 
with him alone, and to praise his 
every sign of progress. The reading 
twin, feeling 
wet his bed again. Only when both 


neglected, began to 


were praised for success and effort 
did both make real progress. 

Here is a set of suggestions for 
how and when to use praise which 
many parents have found practical. 

Be sincere. It does not matter how 
you show your approval if the 
youngster is sure of it. Praise in any 
way that seems natural to you. 

Be patient. If you can ignore 
little mistakes and remember to 
praise eflort and progress, you will 
be surprised at how the mistakes 
disappear. 

Be interested in what each young- 
ster is doing and try to understand 
what is important to him. Never 
belittle or condescend or fail to pay 
atteniion. 

Encourage helpfulness. Create op- 
portunities for it. 

Praise effort, dependability, honesty. 
These virtues are even more 
praiseworthy than the successes 
which they bring. 

Avoid comparisons. They cause re- 
sentment rather than imitation. 

Give credit publicly when you 
can do so without embarrassing 
the youngster. Teen-agers in par- 
ticular may not like their friends 
to hear them praised, but they 
love to overhear one parent tell 
another how helpful they have 
been. 

Be generous. Cultivate the habit of 
looking for what is right and re- 
marking upon it. Sincere, under- 
standing praise is the surest road to 
family happiness.

Feed established lawns soon in Middle and Lower South 
with a complete plant food, but wait until early March to feed 
in the Upper South. 

Plant Kentucky-bluegrass seed mixtures in the southern and 
eastern Piedmont section during the month, but it is wise to 
wait until early March to plant in the upper and western 
Piedmont section.

CENTRAL AND EAST 


Apply a dormant spray to shrubs and trees if they’re in- 
fested with scale insects. Cut pachysandra back to about 4 
inches in height if it shows scales, then spray thoroughly; it 
will send out a new crop of leaves thicker than before. Always 
apply dormant sprays when temperature is 40 degrees or 
higher—the spray must dry before temperature drops below 
freezing at night. Use a dormant spray as directed on the con- 
tainer by the manufacturer. 

Cut flowering branches of trees and shrubs now for forcing 
into bloom indoors. Forsythia and pussy willow are among the 
easiest to force. 

Prune late-flowering shrubs any time the weather is mild. 
Red- and yellow-twig dogwood must be cut back every spring 
before leafing out, to produce brilliant-colored bark for winter; 
allow only 8- to 12-inch stubs. Wait until after flowering before 
pruning early-flowering shrubs, such as forsythia and spirea. 

Prune grapes on mild days; cut new larger canes back to four 
buds, smaller ones to two buds. Cut ‘out much of the old canes 
—they are unproductive.

PACIFIC NORTHWEST 


Plant new shrubs and trees as soon as conditions are favor- 
able; also transplant shrubs to more favorable locations. 

Keep a sharp lookout for injury to evergreen shrubs caused 
by grubs of the strawberry weevil. Evergreen shrubs drop 
their leaves and die because the grubs gnaw off root tips. 
Scatter poison bait on the ground to kill grubs. 

Give rhododendrons and azaleas with yellowing leaves half 
a pound of Epsom salts per 10x10-foot soil area. Spray the 
bushes two weeks later, using 2 ounces of ferrous sulfate dissolved 
in 3 gallons of water. 

Finish pruning and applying dormant spray to all fruits as 
soon as possible.

CALIFORNIA 


Plant bare root roses now. Delay pruning for a few weeks in 
regions where frost is still expected; then remove deadwood 
and wood that spoils the shape of the bush. 

Place tuberous begonia bulbs in a layer of peatmoss to 
sprout. Pot them up when shoots are several inches tall. Soil 
mixture should be half leafmold and half garden soil. 

Feed lawns now with complete plant food and top-dress 
with fine compost.

area is seldom a problem because 
few homes have more than one 
front door. But check a few points 
before deciding where to place 
livable garden and work area. Can 
you carry laundry directly to dry- 
ing lines, or will you have to lug it 
through the living room? Can de- 
liveries be made directly from drive 
to kitchen? Will you have to carry 
trash through the livable garden to 
reach the incinerator, or can you 
stay within the work area? Can 
you get directly from the living 
part of your house to livable gar- 
den, or are there detours on the 
way? If you can’t give satisfactory 
answers to every question, you'd 
better revise your plan a little. 


Some things just don't mix; that's 
why you divide your yard into areas 


Keep areas unified— Keep every- 
thing in an area that belongs there, 
and everything else out of it. A 
livable garden, for instance, be- 
comes a lot less livable if it con- 
tains a line of drying clothes; and a 
compost heap is no fit neighbor for 
a barbecue grill. Sometimes you 
have to compromise, of course; 
and it is possible to use a clothes- 
drying reel on a terrace, provided 
you remove it when you are done 
with it. Children’s play equipment 
is another puzzler; it can go into 
either the service area or the livable 
garden. It all depends on the 
particular result you want, and on 
your space limitations. Your own 
judgment will give you the answer. 


Keep areas separate, but not so sep- 
arate you can't get around your yard 


Don’t trap yourself—Be sure 
you can get from one plac e to an- 
other in your yard. While your 
planning should keep service area 
entirely separate from entrance 
area and livable garden, you’re 
going to have to move things like 
wheelbarrow, lawn mower, and 
garden hose. There’s nothing more 
frustrating than a fence without a 
gate or a dividing hedge without 
an opening. Make it possible to get 
from any point to any other point 
without going around the house or 
climbing a fence. 
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Landscape your 


If a tree or other object won't move, 
change your plan so it will fit in 


Don’t ignore existing features 
—Take into account any trees, 
large rocks, retaining walls, and 
other permanent features in your 
yard. It’s silly to sit in a broiling 
sun while your clothes hang damp 
and wet in the shade of a big tree. 
You won’t enjoy a terrace under a 
tree with branches so low that you 
must stoop to get under them. 
Don’t try to ignore such features in 
your planning; be glad they’re 
there and make your plan fit them. 








Consider your climate. If it is wet, a 
shelter will keep you dry and happy 


Consider your climate—Give a 
thought to the weather in your 
region. The north side of your 
house may seem just the spot to fit 
in a terrace—but is it? In many 
places it’s far from comfortable 
sitting in such a spot in spring or 
fall, shaded from the sun and ex- 
posed to chilly north winds. If 
your part of the country gets fre- 
quent rains, you should conside 
the possibility of providing a roo’ 
for your terrace, and that means 
putting the terrace against house 
or garage wall, or a similar location 
where a roof will be easy to build. 


Your neighbor's plans may not agree 
with yours, so allow for his habits 


Ilow about your neighbors?— 
Your planning can’t always stop 
right at your boundary lines, since 
the habits of your neighbors may 
need considering. A terrace that’s 
well placed on your own lot may, 
at the same time, be next to your 
neighbor’s trash burner with its 
aromatic smoke from burning card- 
board and old clothes. And it’s

private if someone is lounging in a 
lawn chair 10 feet away just on the 
other side of a hedge. 

After you’ve considered all the 
above points, you’ll find that some 
of your old ideas had something 
wrong with them. Now you fit the 
pieces together. 

Obviously, it isn’t always pos- 
sible to follow every rule. In tak- 


ing one consideration into account, 
you may have to violate another. 
But there’s nothing wrong with a 
smart compromise. When you 
think your solution is the best pos- 
sible one, you can draw in the 
rough locations of your areas on 
your landscape plan, because the 
first and most important planning 
job is finished, 


You'll need a ground plan 
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A plot plan is simple to make, and it tells you a lot you need to know 


The first step in getting your land- 
scape plan drawn out on paper is 
to make an accurate ground plan. 
Such a plan is nothing more than 
a map of the lot. It tells you exactly 
how your house is placed on the 
lot. It shows where trees, rocks, 
and other features are located. It 
lets you know how much space you 
have to work with. 

Don’t depend on _ freehand 
sketches. Your judgment of dis- 
tances may be faulty, and you'll 
end up with a plan that calls for a 
terrace 20 feet long in a space that 
measures only 12 feet. 

You can work on plain paper, 
but a large sheet of cross-ruled 
paper is much easier to work with. 
Choose a convenient scale, such as 
one square to a foot. Get a tape 
measure, and get your children in 
on the project. They’ll love to help 
out by holding the end of the tape. 

You needn’t make an elaborate 
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plan, but make it accurate. If the 
lot measures 50x140 feet, don’t 
make it 48x143 on paper. Deter- 
mine the position of all important 
features by measuring, and then 
put them on your ground plan, as 
shown above. 

Take good care of your ground 
plan because it contains a lot of 
valuable information. You’ll be 
using it constantly. 

You won’t want to do your 
actual planning on the ground 
plan, so get a few sheets of tracing 
paper. Fasten one over the ground 
plan, and you can make mistakes 
and erase at will without spoiling 
anything. 

The first thing you'll put on 
your tracing paper is the rough 
outlines of the three areas dis- 
cussed on a preceding page. Next 
month you'll be told how to fill 
in the details that will make your 
garden most livable.

The 12 most common 


The mistake: 


Wet 


This house suffers from a bad case of scatter-gun plant- 
ing (Mistake No. 6) and emphasis on individual plants 
(Mistake No. 7). 

Flower beds and shrubs don’t belong in the middle of 
your lawn. They not only make mowing and upkeep dif- 
ficult, but spoil the lawn as a setting for the house. 
Neither should foundation plantings be little spots here 
and there; they should be grouped in masses. 

The Lombardy poplar tree at the house corner and 
the elephant-ear plant at the corner of the flower bed just 
in front of it are examples of too much emphasis on in- 
dividual plants. Such plants have definite uses, but here 
they are out of key and scream for attention. 


A better way 


Here is proof that simplicity is much more attractive. 
The foundation planting has been filled in, and the lawn 
area has been returned to grass. Attention-attracting 
plants have been eliminated. 

If you are ever charmed by a plant because it is dif- 
ferent, just stop and think what it will do to your general 
planting scheme. For instance, highly colored shrubs like 
purpleleaf plum or golden elder may be fine for accent in 
a border, but in a front-yard planting they are as con- 
spicuous as a billboard. 

Avoid scatter-gun planting in your back yard as well 
as in front. Let your lawn be unbroken, with flowers and 
shrubs along the borders. Not only will you find it easier 
to care for both lawn and plantings, but you'll be sur- 
prised at the improvement in looks.

The mistake: 


This planting suffers from too narrow beds (Mistake 
No. 8), improper spacing (Mistake No. 9), and bad plac- 
ing of plants (Mistake No. 10). 

The narrow space between house and walk allows only 
a skimpy planting. In this case the narrow planting space 
was forced on the homeowner by poor construction, but 
all too often you'll find such beds even where there is 
plenty of room to make them deeper. 

The lilacs at the left are too close together, the bound- 
ary shrubs at right are too far apart but too close to the 
driveway, and the shrub at the house corner overhangs 
the garage door and driveway. 


A better way 


It took relatively few changes to correct the mistakes. 
Since there wasn’t room between walk and house for a 
broad planting, it was moved to the outside of the walk. 
You should avoid narrow beds, whether at house founda- 
tions or in flower borders. They are more interesting and 
attractive if more than one row of plants is used. For in- 
stance, polyantha and hybrid tea roses should usually be 
planted three rows deep. And perennial borders are 
better if 6 feet wide or more, instead of the usual 2 or 3 
feet, which usually looks threadbare. 

The changed planting has also removed all but one 
lilac in the clump, since French lilacs are usually better 
if treated as small trees. The hedge at the right has been 
planted more thickly and trimmed back, and the shrub 
by the house corner has been replaced by an upright 
evergreen easier to keep within bounds. 

Most plants thrive better if not jammed together. At 
the same time, don’t leave big gaps, especially in bound- 
ary-line shrubs which should form a solid wall.

The mistake: 


Here is what happens when shrubs are sheared too 
rigidly (Mistake No. 11), and trees and shrubs are spaced 
at regular intervals in an informal planting (Mistake No. 
12). 

An informal planting should be just what its name im- 
plies. It is no longer informal when evergreens and other 
shrubs are trimmed into neat globes and spires. Neither is 
informality helped along when plants are laid out at 
regular intervals with a tape measure. 

Planting of this type is especially bad with most of to- 
day’s houses, which are informal and friendly. Geometrical 
planting will spoil the whole effect, and kills the warm 
friendliness most of us want. 


A better way 


od os 


Now the planting is in harmony with the house. The 
evergreens have been allowed to grow to their natural 
shape, and other shrubs have been added for variety. 
Once a year is usually enough to trim shrubs, and even 
then the pruning should only control the growth without 
changing the natural growth habit of the plant and forc- 
ing it into an unnatural shape. 

Two of the trees have been removed, and a clump of 
birches has been set near the house corner. Trees in an 
informal yard should grow as though nature had_ planted 
them, at irregular intervals. Often there can be two or 
more in a clump, as occurs in nature. 

In your flower beds, too, plants shouldn’t be laid out in 
neat rows at regular intervals unless you are actually 
making a formal garden. Instead, plant in masses which 
blend naturally with each other. It’s also a good idea to 
try to avoid absolutely straight lines for border edges. 
Curved lines and rounded corners are usually more 
natural and more pleasing. If you want straight lines, 
plan your garden to be a formal one.

near, he chases her off. For this 
reason, of late, I've been scatter- 
ing some extra seeds and grain on 
the ground. This gives the biddies 
a chance to pick up some supper, 
while their lordships dine at the 
feeders suspended above. 


Feb. 18 Made out the rest of my 
season's seed order of things to get 
at our local seed store. I always 
aim to get most of the standard 
items of vegetables and flower 
seeds at the local store. This wav, 
I can get conversation and service 
along with the seeds. 

In making up this vegetable list, 
I checked most every item with the 
recommended list of varieties put 
out by our state agricultural ex- 
tension service. The ones on this 
list are most suited to our gardens 
hereabouts. Then, further, I se- 
lected varieties or strains that are 
disease resistant. This is especially 
important with cabbage and toma- 
toes. It holds, too, with annual 
flowers, such as wilt-resistant asters 
and rust-resistant snapdragons 

With sweet corn, I selected hy- 
brids, which are more disease re- 
sistant. Golden Cross Bantam, for 
example, is better than the old 
Golden Bantam. I also picked 
several hybrids which mature at 
different times, so I can extend the 
season. Then, too, I made sure I 
had varieties of various vegetables 
that are best suited for freezing.

Gloxinias may be started from 
tubers in January or February. 
The normal flowering period is 
during part of the spring and sum- 
mer. Gloxinias may be started 
from seed now, but most folks find 
it more convenient to start them 
from tubers. New plants can be 
started from leaf cuttings, like 
African-violets. 

The secret of starting tubers is 
to use water sparingly. Rot de- 
velops when tubers are in too- 
moist surroundings. Some folks 
start the tubers in shallow trays 
of damp peat or vermiculite. Later 
they’re potted up when roots and 
shoots are just getting started. It’s 
possible to start the tubers directly 
in flowerpots if care is used not to 
overwater. 

Use a soil mixture composed of 
equal parts oak leafmold or acid 
peatmoss, sand, and rich garden 
soil. Cover bottom of the pot with 
drainage material. Don’t bury the 
tuber—the top of the bulb should 
be even with surface of the soil. 
The tubers are very slow in start- 
ing. When the leaves grow to fairly 
large size, more water is required. 
Even then, avoid overwatering. 


) What should I do to have 
plants that are bushy? F. H.,

We would suggest that you take 
slips from your old coleus plant 
and start new ones. When the new- 
ly rooted plants are about 6 inches 
tall, pinch or cut out the tips of 
each plant as shown at left, leaving 
at least two pairs of leaves. You'll 
see buds where the leaf and stem 
meet—they'll be forced to 
and form new stems. Bushy plants 
will result. Tall, unsightly plants 
result if pinching isn’t practiced. 

The coleus above (right) was 
pinched previously. Instead of one 
stem there are a number of 
stems. When these stems get about 
8 inches long, remove the tips from 
each one to further 
bushiness.

Garden seeds and duster 


I have a lot of garden seeds left over and I'd like to know if 
they'll be good enough to plant.—W. R. S., ennsylvania. 


Value of garden seeds can be determined by placing 25 seeds 
of each kind between moist flannel to see how many will 
germinate. Make divisions on flannel with a pencil before 
moistening. Label the variety in each division. Cover seeds 
with moist flannel and an inverted plate, and keep in a warm 
place. The test above shows that the zinnia, lettuce, and 
tomato seed should be discarded—cabbage seed saved. 


M garder duster doesn’t work as easily as it used to. Would 


otling put it back into condition? _C. A, West Virginia. 


Never use oil. We suggest that you get a small box of 
graphite at your local store. Use emery cloth on the plunge 
rod if it’s not smooth and shiny.

Your youngster can 


have cancer

Brought to a children’s clinic for 
examination, Tom was immediate- 
ly sent to its orthopedic surgery 
division when X-rays and exami- 
nation of a tiny piece taken from 
the lump both confirmed the diag- 
nosis of a cancer. 

Doctors don’t like to say what 
percentage of cancer cases are 
curable. Statistics are incomplete, 
and cancers recur frequently after 
good progress has been made. But 
you can do your best to avoid the 
tragedy of bringing your boy or 
girl to the doctor too late by keep- 
ing in mind these symptoms of 
childhood cancers: 

1. Unusual pallor and fatigue 
and unexplained fever, especially 
following one of the common in- 
fectious diseases (measles, whoop- 
ing cough, scarlet fever, tonsillitis), 
could be signs-of leukemia. The orig- 
inal infection need not necessari- 
ly have been severe. 

2. An unusual lump, even though 
small, in the abdomen of a voung 
child might be a kidney tumor 
which can often be removed suc- 
cessfully. Usually when these ma- 
lignant tumors cause discomfort 
they have spread too far for suc- 
cessful surgery. 

3. Persistently recurring head- 
aches, distortion of vision, and 
sudden awkwardness of gait may 
be symptoms of a brain cancer. 
In later stages, there is usually ex- 
plosive vomiting and often a shift 
from a normally behaved to a 
problem child. 

4. Pains and swellings in the 
bones or joints, especially following 
an injury, should never be dis- 
missed as growing pains. It might 
be rheumatic fever; it could be 
bone cancer. 

5. If your youngster has a straw- 
berry birthmark or a dark mole 
that starts to change in shape or 
color, consult your doctor at once. 
Such marks should be checked 
regularly because they have a ten- 
dency to become malignant. This

have cancer

type of cancer usually can be cured 
by X-ray or radium treatment. 

The above are the types of can- 
cer commonly found in youngsters, 
although children may be afflicted 
by any kind of cancer. Cancer 
symptoms from birth (babies have 
been born with cancer) to 5 or 6 
years may be missed, not only be- 
cause most parents and even doc- 
tors are not looking for the disease, 
but also because small children 
don’t complain much about pain 
or discomfort. 


J ust a little over two years ago, 
America’s first cancer prevention 
clinic for children was established 
at Memorial Hospital (a cancer 
hospital) in New York City. 

Most children’s hospitals and 
special cancer hospitals are now 
aware of the problem and are well 
prepared to treat young cancer 
patients. But children’s hospitals 
are found only in large cities and 
there are only 11 approved cancer 
hospitals in the United States. If 
none of these hospitals is in your 
vicinity and you or your doctor 
suspect cancer, take your young- 
ster to any one of the nearly 500 
cancer clinics or 240 cancer detec- 
tion centers. At least two states 
have mobile units doing can- 
cer detection work. To obtain 
the address of the nearest cancer 
clinic or center, contact the nearest 
branch of the American Cancer 
Society, or your county or state 
board of health. 


The nature of his illness should 
be kept from a high-strung older 
child whose fright might be a 
drawback to recovery. It might be 
best to be truthful with less ex- 
citable youngsters. Those not old 
enough to know what cancer is can 
merely be told that they have an 
illness which requires them to stay 
in the hospital for a while. It is es- 
pecially important to prepare a 
youngster for a long stay in the 
hospital or the discomfort of an 
operation or series of injections. 

Cancer in a patient under 20 
usually develops more rapidly than 
in older people and is more likely 
to result fatally. But the fact that it 
is being recognized as a disease of 
youngsters as well as adults, plus 
the development of new methods 
for its early detection, means that 
if your youngster should develop 
cancer his chances of survival are 
better than ever before.

In remodeling your garden, you'll 
often do better by going all the 


way, making a complete change 
By E. L. Anderson 


M... garden-remodeling jobs fail because the owner 
hesitates to change or remove some of the existing fea- 
tures. But Mr. and Mrs. Derrick B. Maturin avoided 
this mistake when they made over their garden at Pied- 
mont, California. Working on the advice of Landscape 
Architect Floyd H. Mick, they made a complete change 
and did it economically because material from the old 
garden was used in making the new one. 

The original garden, though small, was ornate and 
unlivable, with a massive concrete seat, pool, and intri- 
cate paved areas. A big garden shelter faced north, mak- 
ing it too cold to use except on very warm days. 

The Maturins removed seat, shelter, pool, and paving. 
Much of the paving was relaid to make a new terrace in 
the sunny part of the garden. Broken concrete was used 
to make walls, and other pieces of concrete became a 
steppingstone walk. Unusable debris was buried so there 
was little to haul away. 

The plans and photographs will show you why a com- 
plete alteration may be the best possible way to remodel.

utility room will cost about as 
much as one with a full basement. 


Special conditions: The argument 
against a basement becomes 
stronger as you move south, be- 


cause you don’t have to run* 


foundation walls deep to get below 
the frostline. Yet even if your foot- 
ings have to go down 5 feet, it’s 
cheaper not to have a basement. 

If you’re building above ledge 
rock or some other obstruction, you 
will obviously save with an up- 
stairs utility room. But if your site 
slopes sharply, at low cost you may 
be able to get a basement partly 
above ground that is bright, dry, 
and airy, with an outside door at 
ground level. 


How you live. Those are the facts 
and figures. They consider every- 
thing except the most important 
factor of all: how you feel about it. 

You'll probably use that utility 
space, basement or aboveground, 
for washing clothes and for drying 
them part of the year. A basement 
gives you lots of room for laundry 
tubs and wet-weather lines. On the 
other hand, it will be a number of 
potentially dangerous steps away 
from the drying yard. 

Then there’s the matter of stor- 
age. Basement storage space is a 
bargain if you need the room. Of 
course, it’s unhandy space in some 
ways. No one likes to lug trunks 
and boxes and furniture and bi- 
cycles up and down basement 
steps. And it may be damp space, 
unsuitable for storing many things. 

Well-planned storage space at 
ground level, whether in utility 
room, garage, or both, will be 
handier and safer and better—if 
it’s big enough for your needs. 

Many of you want basement 
space for a workbench and tool 
storage. If you want a large shop, 
a basement provides it most cheap- 
ly. On the other hand, a shop at 
ground level is always handier, 
and usually lighter, drier, pleas- 
anter to work in. 

Do you need extra living space? 
A basement recreation or hobby 
room can be an important bonus 
when a house is too small for all 
that has to go in it. But will you 
accept underground living space? 


It boils down to this: There’s a 
strong trend today toward the 
basementless house. You can make 
a sound decision whether to join 
the trend by analyzing your family 
preferences and setting them 
against the costs. It’s a question of 
more Space or better Space, 

These two check lists contain the 
conditions that favor a basement, 
and those for ground-floor utility 
space.
